EAR Adm. John H. Towers, USN, 

Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
tld Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
this week that “the main effort of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics during the fiscal 
year was aimed toward the early consum- 
mation of the Congressional directive of 
19 July, 1940, increasing the complement 
of the Naval Aeronautic Organization to 
15,000 planes.” 

New Squadrons 

In his annual report, Admiral Towers 
also asserted that several new aircraft 
guadrons were established during the 
past year, although the full force of the 
expansion program will not become effec- 
tive until next year, he explained. He 
said that 12 ships were acquired during 
the year for the support of naval air- 
raft, these including three aircraft tend- 
ers, one aircraft vessel, and eight de- 
sroyers which were converted to the 
patrel-plane-type tender. 

He reported that “two plastic training 
iirplanes are being purchased in order 
to study the material under test and to 
determine its serviceability in operation.” 
At the same time, it was stated that, “an 
lnvestigation has been undertaken to de- 
ermine designs and characteristics of 
sliders for naval use.” 

In the matter of non-rigid airships, 
Admiral Towers reported that deliveries 
of two training-type airships were ef- 
fected, and that six patrol-type non-rigid 
iirships are on order. He said that, 
‘funds for 21 additional patrol-type air- 
ships were included in pending supyple- 
mental] estimates.” 

Hours Flown 

The report shows that a total of about 
1,226,000 hours was flown during the year, 
in increase of more than 50% over the 
last fiscal year. 

Admiral Towers explained that the es- 
fablishment of the large pilot training 
enters at Miami, Jacksonville, and Cor- 
Ws Christi, together with the smaller 
Naval Reserve Aviation Bases at Atlanta, 
New Orleans, and Dallas, and the recall 
active duty of many Reserve Officers 
iis done much to alleviate the acute 
thortage of naval aviators with which the 
Navy was faced one year ago. He added 
that all pilot training stations are now 
rating at full capacity. 

Concluding his report, Admiral Towers 
fated that “the Navy acquired 2,059 com- 
plete new airplanes with spare parts dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1941, as compared with 
wily 306 new planes the previous year. 
The tate of aircraft production,” he said, 
M8 increased monthly and will be 
Seadily increased by the acquisition by 
manufacturers of additional facilities.”

Navy Warrant Officer Bill 

Acting at the request of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, the Navy De- 
partment has prepared its own warrant 
officer legislation and has sent a draft of 
the proposed bill to Committee Chairman 
Vinson. 

The bill would repeal all present limita- 
tions on and legislation governing ap- 
pointments of warrant officers to com- 
missioned rank and would permit war- 
rant officers in such numbers as the Presi 
dent may deem necessary to be appointed 
to line and staff commissions “not above 
that of lieutenant” if they apply therefor 
and “are found qualified.” 

It was indicated at the House Naval 
Affairs Committee that no action would 
be taken, or any hearings held until after 
Christmas. 

In a short letter accompanying the bill, 
acting Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
stated that the Bureau of the Budget had 
no objection to the bill, and said, “The 
Navy Department is of the opinion that 
enactment of the proposed legislation will 
provide suitable promotional outlets for 
the warrant officers and commissioned 
warrant officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps.” 

The Navy Department was requested to 
draw its own bill by the House Commit- 
tee late in October after hearings on a 
committee-sponsored measure to relieve 
stagnation in warrant grades, a measure 
opposed by the Navy Department, which 
consistently has opposed all such legisla- 
tion. 








Pertinent parts of the text of the pro- | 


posed bill follow: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Sen 
ate, is authorized to appoint annually to the 
commissioned grade or rank for which they 
make application and for which they are 
found qualified, not above that of lieutenant, 
in the line and staff corps of the Navy, as

Increase Service Pensions 

The Senate this week passed and sent 
to the President, H.R. 6009, a bill to pro- 
vide pensions at wartime rates for per- 
sonnel of the armed services disabled in 
the line of duty as a direct result of 
armed conflict while engaged in extra- 
hazardous service or while engaged in 
war, 

Senator Byrd, of Va., one of the Sen- 
ate’s staunchest fighters for economy, ex- 
pressed his support of the measure, which 
also has been supported by the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL. 

Senator Byrd presented the following 
statement from Veterans’ Administrator 
Hines: 

The enactment of this proposed legislation 
is urgent and necessary, At the present time 
peacetime rates, which are 75 per cent of the 
wartime rates, are payable for disability or 
death incurred in service even though a state 
of war exists unless it can be shown that the 
disability or death resulted from an injury 
received in line of duty in actual combat in 
a military expedition or military occupation, 
The bill was drafted not onty in anticipation 
of possible war conditions and to thus provide 
for wartime rates in the event of war, but qvas 
also directed to disease or injury incurred in 
service in line of duty as a direct result of 
armed conflict or while engaged in extra haz- 
ardous service including such service under 
conditions simulating war. 

Section 3 of the bill was devised to cover 
disability or death occurring prior to the date 
of enactment of the act, and to limit pay- 
ments of the increased rates under the act so 
that they can not be made for any period prior 
to the date of enactment of the act or receipt 
in the Veterans’ Administration of an appli- 
eation for the benefits of the act, whichever 
is the later date. 

As indicated in the report of the Veterans’ 
Administration, disabilities and deaths were 
incurred prior to the present war under con- 
ditions where denial of the wartime rate was 
believed to result in marked injustices, It is 
considered that the language is sufficiently 
clear so as to limit payment of the wartime

Senators to Push Pay 
Bill After Christmas 


Members of the special Senate Military 
Affairs subcommittee, impatient over de- 
lay by the Bureau of the Budget in ap- 
proving or disapproving the interdepart- 
mental pay bill, 8. 2025, this week an- 
nounced their determination to go ahead 
with the bill after Christmas, even if the 
Budget does not report. 

Senator Edwin C. Johnson, of Colo- 
rado, sponsor of the bill and chairman 
of the -special subcommittee, declared 
that he was anxious to push the bill, and 
had been advised by other members of 
his subcommittee that further action with 
a view to reporting the bill should be 
undertaken after Christmas holidays. 

A copy of the interdepartmental pay 
committee’s report is still in the Bureau 
of the Budget, That the matter is not 
dead was evinced last week by a call 
from the bureau for Brig. Gen. Wade H. 
Haislip, USA, assistant chief of staff for 
personnel and senior member of the in- 
departmental pay committee, to appear 
before it to explain features of the bill, 
General Haislip also was asked to pre- 
pare a one-page memorandum outlining 
objectives of the bill, probably for pre- 
sentation to the President. 

This memorandum was furnished to 
the Budget this week, together with large- 
seale reproductions of some of the tables 
contained in the report, 

Under its previously announced policy, 
the subcommittee has stated that it will 
hold an open hearing for departmental 
representatives, and then will hold a 
series of executive meetings to discuss 
the form of the bill and correct some de- 
fects of wording which have been found 
to exist. 

Open hearings have already been held 
for representatives of service groups 
which were unanimous in their support 
of the measure, 

This week witnessed the end of Repre- 
sentative Brooks’ long fight to obtain pay 
for temporary rank for the Army. With 
declaration of war by Congress, provi- 
sions of the Joint Pay Act granting pay 
for grade went into effect. 

The declaration of war occurred only 
a few days after Mr. Brook’s long fight 
to get his bill out of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee was crowned 
with success. The bill, H. R. 4779, went 
onto the Consent Calendar which was 
called by the House Monday. When H. R. 
4779 was called, Representative Schulte, 
of Indiana, rose. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said, “at the request 
of the author of the bill, I ask unanimous 
consent that this bill be stricken from the 
calendar, in view of the fact that, since 
the introduction of the bill, war has been 
declared and the bill now would be use- 
less.”’ 

The bill accordingly was stricken from 
the calendar. 

Army officials are still anxious to se- 
cure enactment of a pay-for grade clause 
to apply in emergency, since the situa- 
tion which obtained from 8 Sept. 1939 
until 8 Dec. 1941 might obtain again, The 
new pay act provides for pay of tem- 
porary grade. 
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Nation’s Editors View Part and Progress in World Conflict 


66 O a nation that has just entered a war of extreme complexity in the Pacific,” 


the New York, N. Y., Herald Tribune says, “even the mighty drama in Russia 


may seem of little moment. Nevertheless the events of that drama are certain to be 
significant, if not actually decisive, in the indivisable war with which the whole 
world is now wracked.” Thus, in the first paragraph of an editorial the Herald 
Tribune expresses a thought which newspapers all over the country were likewise 
bringing out in their editorial comment. 

“There is little humor in this war or any war,” says the Waltham, Mass., News- 
Tribune, “but the Nazis have recently given the world an opportunity for a laugh. 
The German army had to evacuate Rostov and adjacent territory because of the 
‘Russians’ inability to understand that they were defeated. The Russians continue 
fighting, complains the German radio, ‘even when it is impossible for them to con- 
tinue without being completely destroyed.’” To this the News-Tribune comments, 
“If Gen. Timoshenko and his soldiers are as dumb as that, then the world is wit- 
nessing the miracle of a nation saved by its own stupidity.” 

The Pawtucket, R. 1., Times furthers this thought and says, “What grips the 
attention of Americans is the German complaint that the Russians do not know 
when they are licked. In this country we rather like that quality in a soldier or a 
navy man, a general or an admiral. We remember the story of a captain who refused 
to quit when his ship was virtually destroyed, when by all the ordinary rules he was 
beaten. When surrender was demanded he told the enemy commander, ‘I have 
only just begun to fight.’” 

The Decatur, Ill., Herald says, “The Nazis should realize that to the citizens of 
Rostov the war is not a game, a cold military problem. To the Russians,” the Herald 
states, “the war is the defense of their homeland, of their homes and of their 
families. Men fighting in defense of their homes do not bother about the rule books, 
particularly if those rule books were written by the enemy.” 

The San Antonio, Tex., Yapress makes ridicule of German claims and says, 
“Germany’s latest estimate of Russian war casualties is 10 million killed, wounded 
and captured. No Nazi military authority has ever credited the Red Army with more 
than that number including all partially trained reserves, Occasionally the Germans 
have claimed so many Russian tanks and planes destroyed that they found it neces- 
sary to revise their original estimates of Soviet Union strength in those weapons.” 
At this point the Vzpress reflects, “Acceptance of the Nazi claims thus would mean 
that Axis forces fleeing from Rostov are being pursued by a phantom army which, 
if it existed, would lack offensive weapons.” 





The LaCrosse, Wis., Tribune sees even a greater significance in the German Te 
treat from Rostov and says, “Whatever the final result, it is likely that the Ger. 
mans new-type warfare has at length begotten a new-type defense which holds, ¢ 
strongly enough equipped. The Germans found out how to use the tank-plane com. 
bination in a roaring war of movement; the Russians seem to have discovereg its 


inherent weakness and how to break it up.” 


With America’s entrance into World War II, the brilliant defense of the Rug 
sians against the German all-out offensive takes on added importance. Yet stil] 
important will be the future strategy of America, England, and Russi 
bine to effect the defeat of the Axis powers. It is on this vital matter that the fol. 
lowing editorials comment. 

The Washington, D. C., Evening Star says, “Russia, like the United States, 
always has sought to avoid war on two fronts. Our policy of placating Japan, whiq 
remained in effect virtually up to the time of attack on Pearl Harbor, was designed 
to prevent war in the Pacific while we were giving our undivided attention to Sup. 
porting the struggle against Hitler. Russia, heavily engaged with the Nazis, has 
always sought to avoid an open clash with Japan, and it is not surprising that ghe 
continues to refrain from initiating a fight on her Siberian front.” The Star eq. 
siders this to be a well devised strategy and says, “Happily, this is a strategy whieh 
is not only best for Russia, but which is also most advantageous from the British 


and American viewpoint.” 


Commenting on the recent statement made by Soviet Ambassador Maxim Lj. 
vinoff that Russia did not plan at the present to open an eastern front against Japan 
the Washington, D. C., Post says, “Since the flow of badly needed supplies to Russia 
may be impeded so long as the war in the Pacific continues, it is obviously to Russia's 
long-run interests to help knock out Hitler’s Oriental partner as soon as possible 


Thus a basis for a joint action on a world-wide scale appears to have been laid,” 


Even almost as if the last sentence in the Post editorial had been meant to {p. 
troduce a thought its editors wanted to express, the Baltimore, Md., Sun says, “The 
important thing now is to get a basic all-in declaration on basic points. That wil 
serve the purpose not only of bringing the five nations most concerned with winning 
the war into closer joint political relationship but also of laying the groundwork 
for a more extensive and well-integrated coordination of their military effort.” The 
Sun adds, “We can be sure that the Axis powers give much attention to both th 
total pattern and individual details of their own collaboration, and we must match 


them in that respect.”

(Midshipmen with a star affixed to their names have attained not less than 85% of the 
multiple, and accordingly they were graduated “with distinction.” Those whose standing is 
from 39 to 410, both inclusive (as shown by order of merit) have attained less than 85% but 
not less than 75% of the multiple, and accordingly they have graduated “with credit.”’) 
The order of merit given is correct even though it may not appear in regular sequence, 
“A"—Will be graduated, but will be honorably discharged upon graduation. 
“D"—Filipino. Will receive diploma, but will not be commissioned in U. 8. Navy or U. 8. 

Marine Corps. 
“MC"—To be commissioned second lieutenant, U. 8. Marine Corps. 

“O"—Academic work incomplete due to illness, Expected to qualify for diploma and com- 
mission in U. 8. Navy by graduation day, 

“S"-—Patient Naval Hospital. Will receive diploma but status re commission is pending. 

NOTES: Unless otherwise indicated, will receive diploma and will be commissioned ensign 

in the line of the U. 8S. Navy. 
All commissions are probationary for seven years. 
All who receive diplomas are awarded the degree of Bachelor of Science.

New Service Leadership 


President Roosevelt on 17 Dec. dropped 
from command all three ranking officers 
of Army, Navy and Air Forces in Hawaii 
and named their successors. 


Lt. Gen. Delos C. Emmons, Chief of the 
Army Air Forces Combat Command, is 
already in Hawaii and has taken over 
command of the Hawaiian Department 
relieving Lt. Gen. Walter C. Short. 


Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, has been as- 
signed as Commander-in-Chief, U. 8. Pa- 
cific Fleet, relieving Admiral Husband BP. 
Kimmel, Admiral Kimmel already has 
been relieved from command of the Pa- 
cific Fleet by Vice-Adm. William 8. Pye, 
Commander Battle Force and second in 
command of the Pacific Fleet, pending ar- 
rival of Admiral Nimitz. Admiral Kimmel 
will report for temporary duty in the 
14th Naval District. 


Brig. Gen. Clarence L, Tinker, who has 
been in command of the Third Inter- 
ceptor Command, relieved Maj. Gen. 
Frederick L. Martin as commander of the 
Hawaiian Air Forces. 


Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, USN, has 
been ordered from sea duty with the At- 
lantic Fleet to succeed Admiral Nimitz 
as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 
Admiral Randall’s nomination to be chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation for a term 
of four years, ranking from 19 Dec., was 
sent to the Senate on 18 Dee. 


The announcements of the shake-up in 
commands were issued simultaneously by 
the War and Navy Departments. It has 
been expected that there would be some 
changes fn command since Secretary 
Knox reported that neither Army nor 
Navy commands had been on the alert 
against the surprise Japanese attack. 


That the War Department was in com- 
plete accord with Secretary Knox's decla- 
ration that the U. 8. forces were caught 
napping was evidenced in the official re- 
lease issued on Wednesday, which said 
in part: “These changes are made in view 
of the preliminary report of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, with those views as to 
the unpreparedness of the situation on 
December 7th, the Secretary of War con- 
curs, and to expedite the reorganization 
of the Air defenses in the Islands,” 


As commander of the Hawaiian Depart- 
ment, General Emmons will have juris- 
diction over all Army elements in that 
department, including ground, coastal de- 
fenses and aerial activities. It appears 
that the War Department has concluded 
that the defense of Hawaii, as well as 
that of the Panama Canal where Gen- 
eral Andrews is commanding, is a job 
first for the Army Air Forces and then 
other elements. 

The complete text of the two announce- 
ments put out by the Army and Navy are 
as follows: 


“Change in command in U. 8. Pacific Fleet: 

“Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox an- 
nounced tonight that Rear Adm, Chester V. 
Nimitz, USN, has been ordered detached from 
his present duty as Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, Navy Department, and assigned 
to duty as Commander in Chief, U. 8. Pacific 
Fleet, relieving Adm. Husband EK. Kimmel, 

“Admiral Kimmel has been relleved from 
command of the Pacific Fleet by Vice Adm, 
William 8. Pye, USN, Commander Battle 
Force and second in command of the Pacific 
Fleet, pending arrival of Admiral Nimitz. 
Admiral Kimmel will report for temporary 
duty in the 14th Naval District. 

“Rear Adm, Randall Jacobs, USN, has been 
ordered from sea duty with the Atlantic Fleet 
to succeed Rear Admiral Nimitz as Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation.” 

The Army’s announcement: 

“The Secretary of War, Henry L. Stimson, 
announced today that Lt. Gen. Delos C. Em- 
mons, Air Corps, has arrived at Honolulu 
with instructions to take over the command 
of the Hawalian Department, relieving Lt. 
Gen. Walter C. Short. General C. L. Tinker, 
Air Corps, is proceeding to Hawali to take 
command of the Air Forces relieving Maj. 
Gen. Frederick L, Martin. 

“These changes are made in view of the 
preliminary report of the Secretary of the 
Navy, with whose views as to the unprepared- 
ness of the situation on 7 Dec., the Secretary 
of War concurs, and to expedite the reor- 
ganization of the air defenses in the Islands, 

“This action avoids a situation where the 
officials charged with the responsibility for 
the future security of this vital Naval base 
would otherwise at this critical hour also be 
involved in the searching Investigation or- 
dered yesterday by the President.” 
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General Officers Named 


Nomination of Maj. Gen. Henry H. 
Arnold, Chief of Air Forces, of Chief of 
Chaplains William R. Arnold, and of 13 
other officers for promotion was sent to 
the Senate this week by President Roose- 
velt. 

As previously reported, the nomina- 
tions had been on the President’s desk 
for some weeks. 

Maj. Gen. Henry Ii. Arnold, Deputy 
Chief of Staff for A.r and Chief of the 
Army Air Forces, was nominated to be 
a temporary lieutenant general. His ap- 
pointment gives the Air Forces its second 
lieutenant general, the other being Lt. 
Gen. Delos Emmons, Chief of the Air 
Force Combat Command. 

Chaplain (Colonel) William R. Arnold, 
the Chief of Chaplains, was nominated as 
temporary brigadier general under the 
act approved 21 Noy. which giyes rank 
of brigadier general to the Chief of Chap- 
lains during the emergency.

Field Artillery 


Vast expansion of the Field Artillery 
School, Ft. Sill, Okla., to provide for a 
total of 500 students in the Officers’ Can- 
didate course at all times and a gradua- 
tion total of 2,143 officers from that 
course per year will be inaugurated on 
1 Jan. when the first class of students 
to be trained under the new program 
take up studies. At the present time, 
officials of the Office of the Chief of Field 
Artillery are studying even further ex- 
pansion to provide for a larger attend- 
ance in the Officers’ Candidate course 
and it is expected that a decision regard- 
ing this study will be reached in the near 
future. 

Under the new program 42 students 
will be enrolled in the Officers’ Candidate 
course every week. Under the policy now 
in effect 125 students are enrolled every 
six weeks making a total of 250 students 
attending the school at any time. The 
new program will double the attendance 
at the school in that it provides for 500 
students in the school at any time. Grad- 
uation services will be held every week 
for students successfully completing the 
course under the new schedule instead 
of at six weeks intervals as has hereto- 
fore been adhered to under the present 
policy. Graduation for approximately 
125 students now studying at the school 
will be held today. 

Maj. Gen. R. M. Danford, Chief of 
Field Artillery, accompanied by Lt. Cols. 
G. O. Kurtz and D. O. Hickey and Maj. 
M. McClure of the Office of Chief of Field 
Artillery left Washington on Wednesday 
for the Field Artillery School, Ft. Sill, 
Okla. Their visit is being made in regard 
to Field Artillery training matters, 

Capt. Robert W. Ewing, FA-Res., has 
been ordered to duty in the Office of Chief 
of Field Artillery. Captain Ewing, form- 
erly on duty at the Field Artillery Re- 
placement Training Center, Ft, Bragg, 
N. C., has been assigned to duty in the 
personnel section. 

Lt. Col. W. W. Ford, of the Staff and 
Faculty, Field Artillery School, Ft. Sill, 
Okla., reported for temporary duty this 
week in the Office Chief of Field Ar- 
tillery. Colonel Ford is preparing a train- 
ing program to be used in training pilots 
and observers at Ft. Sill. His duty in 
Washington concerns the service test of 
organic air observation for Field Artil- 
lery. 


Caribbean Defenses Ready 


Just back from a quick inspection trip 
of the Caribbean defense area made since 
Japan’s attack at Pearl Harbor, Lt. Gen. 








“Frank M. Andrews, commander, Carib- 


bean Defense Command, told news re- 
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porters this week that he had found 
everything in his command in order, with 
morale very high. 

General Andrews reported that all 
plans made many months ago were func- 
tioning smoothly and that new secret 
steps have been taken and that in some 
areas reinforcements have been installed. 
He issued a warning to military and ci- 
vilian personnel against a possible war 
of nerves, often employed by fifth col- 
umnists. 

He explained that an air raid alarm 
in the Canal Zone was caused this week 
by planes of the Canal Zone defense re- 
turning off the course on which they had 
been expected as a result of bad weather. 


General Lear’s War Message 

In a war message to the component 
units of the Second Army, Lt. Gen. Ben 
Lear, commanding general, declared that 
if we can successfully establish the fight- 
ing spirit, esprit de corps, morale, sim- 
plified training, and discipline, we will 
never have cause for worry concerning 
the future of the Nation. 

General Lear transmitted to his units 
a copy of the address made by Lt. Gen. 
L. J. MeNair, chief of Staff, GHQ, at the 
conclusion of the Carolina maneuvers 
(ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, 6 Dee. 1941), 
with the following message of his own: 

“1, The Nation is now at war. 

“2. The critique on the second phase of 
GHQ-Directed Maneuvers, South Carolina, 25 
to 28 Nov. 1941, and this indorsement will be 
read and explained to all members of com- 
panies, troops, and batteries, by the organiza- 
tion commander, at the first opportunity for 
a full attendance of those commands. 

“3. The GHQ maneuvers participated in by 
the Second Army provided many opportuni- 
ties for individual and organization training 
and experience, and in general the various 
commands displayed at least a satisfactory 
degree of efficiency. There is still much to be 
learned in the perfection of our efficiency. 

“4. a. THE FIGHTING SPIRIT COUNTS 
MOST IN WAR. The fighting spirit of sol- 
diers still counts most in war. Machines are 
only the implements in the hands of soldiers. 
Men are the essence of fighting, the hearts, the 
courage, and the blood of soldiers win wars. 
Machines are only the tools in the hands of 
fighting men and can never win wars by 
themselves. Fix in the mind of every indi- 
vidual officer and man in the Second Army 
that man is the master machine in war. We 
must not make the mistake of subordinating 
man to any weapon, or machine for war. 

“b. ESPRIT DE CORPS. Listlessness must 
be replaced by Esprit de Corps. The develop- 
ment of Esprit de Corps is a responsibility of 
leadership. The leadership in all ranks must 
be such as to inspire the confidence, pride, 
and faith of men in their organizations and in 
their leaders. Pride of accomplishment must 
be the keynote to develop the desired Esprit 
de Corps in the Second Army. 

“e, MORALE. Morale is a state of mind and 
spirit that is brought into existence by true 
leadership. Morale is a product of that leader- 
ship that is ever alert as to its problems and 
responsibilities and always conscious of its 
moral obligations to a command. The most 
effective means to create such a state of mind 
is not to pamper the command but deal with 
it through kindness, firmness and fairness. 
Morale and Esprit de Corps cannot be bought. 
They are brought into existence by the per- 
formance of honest work, by the accomplish- 
ment of difficult tasks, by the generous ex- 
penditure of energy and by a willingness to 
endure hardship. 

“d. SIMPLIFIED TRAINING. Training 
must be reduced to its simplest possible form. 
If we can train each individual officer and 
man in the Second Army to obey, to march, 
and to shoot, we can point with pride to such 
an accomplishment. The next step in our 
training is the perfection of the small units 
(squad to battalion). The above tasks require 
time, effort, and inspired leadership. The Sec- 
ond Army has the leadership. All command- 
ers must point the way to the essential train- 
ing and exert themselves to provide the time. 

“e, DISCIPLINE. Military discipline can 
be defined as the mental attitude and state 
of training that render obedience and proper 
conduct instinctive under all conditions. Dis- 
ciplinary training is continuous from the be- 
ginning to the end of military service. We 
learn obedience, then we have discipline. 

“5. If we can successfully establish: 

“a. The fighting spirit counts most in war. 

“b, Esprit de Corps. 

“ce, Morale. 

“d. Simplified Training, and 

“e, Discipline 
as the creed of the soldier in the Second Army, 
we will never have cause for worry concern- 
ing the future of the Nation.”

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Health of the Navy 

Rear Adm. Ross T. McIntire, Chief of 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, in 
his annual report to Secretary of the 
Navy Frank Knox, said this week that 
during the 1941 fiseal year there was an 
8 per cent decrease in the death rate, a 
lowering of the rate for injuries, and 
sharp reductions in many types of dis- 
eases. The repert pointed out that the 
rate of venereal diseases fell 7 per cent, 
71 per cent of which was due to a decrease 
in syphillis. 

Admiral McIntire said that there were 
a total of 392 deaths, 85 of which occurred 
in motor vehicle accidents. Thirty-two 
Navy deaths were attributed to drown- 
ings. Largest single catastrophe of the 
year was the sinking of the USS O-9 near 
Portsmouth, N. H., on 20 June, when two 
officers and 31 enlisted men perished, 

There was during the year an increase 
in the rate of new admissions, a total of 
99,886 being recorded, a rate of 492.99 
per 1,000 men, as compared with 408,37 
in 1939, and 435.16, the previous 9-year 
median. 

“Aviation medical research has re- 
ceived especial consideration during the 
year,” Admiral McIntire said, explaining 
that, “the operation of modern high per- 
formance aircraft has tremendously in- 
creased the physical and emotional! stress 
to which pilots are now subjected.” He 
said that extensive research is required to 
solve these problems. The report stated 
that “The most pressing need in this re- 
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gard is for further improvement in 
oxygen supply apparatus for use at ex- 
treme altitudes.” 

Nine new hospitals were authorized 
during 1941, the locations being Balboa, 
C. Z.; Coco Solo, C. Z.; Corpus Christi, 
Texas; Guantanamo, Cuba; Key West, 
Florida; Jacksonville, Fla.; Long Beach 
—S$an Pedro Area, California; San Juan, 
P. R., and Quantico, Virginia. The hos- 
pitals at Corpus Christi, Quantico and 
Jacksonville were commissioned one day 
after the end of the fiscal year.

her grandfather, the late Rear Adm. 
Theodorous Bailey, USN. 

The USS Beatty and the USS Tillman 
were scheduled to be launched today at 
the U. 8S. Navy Yard, Charleston, 8. C. 
Sponsors of the two destroyers are Mrs. 
Charles H, Drayton, Charleston, 8. C., 
daughter of the late Rear Adm, Edmund 
Beatty, USN, and Mrs. Charles Sumner 
Moore, daughter of the late Hon. Ben- 
jamin Ryan Tillman, United States Sen- 
ator from South Carolina. 

Meanwhile, the new cruiser USS Co- 
lumbia, sponsored by Miss Jane Adams 
Paschall, Columbia, 8S.

Navy Public Works 


The House and Senate this week passed 
and sent to the President, authority to 
construct $310,000,000 in Navy public 
works, funds for which were provided in 
the 10-billion dollar appropriation bill 
passed a couple of days earlier, 

Coupled with the general authority to 
build and expand public works not speci- 
fied, was a provision for expenditure of 
not to exceed $18,750,000 for acquisition 
and improvement of Floyd Bennett Field, 
N. Y., minus such sums as the government 
has already advanced for construction of 
the field through its various agencies. 

As broken down by the Senate, the 
$310,000,000 would be distributed as fol- 
lows:

Rear Admiral Escapes Injury 

Rear Adm. Francis Rockwell, com- 
mandant of the Sixteenth Naval District, 
narrowly escaped death last week when 
Japanese bombers attacked the Cavite, 
P. I., naval base south of Manila. Admiral 
Rockwell lay for forty minutes in an air 
raid ditch beside two Filipino workmen, 
one of whom was killed and the other 
seriously wounded. 

Admiral Rockwell, who escaped injury, 
reported that, “all officers and enlisted 
men in the Navy and Marine Corps did 
their duty in accordance with the best 
traditions of the Navy and Marines.” He 
paid special tribute to the native Fili- 
pinos who aided in the fighting and car- 
rying out Red Cross work. Admiral 
Rockwell’s cook, who had been permitted 
to go home to evacuate his family at the 
outset of the raid, returned to his post 
after attending to the security of his 
family. The cook was killed during the 
raid. 





Navy Cagers Prep 

The Naval Academy basketball squad 
was cut to 26 of the most promising candi- 
dates this week, as Coach John N. Wilson, 
starting his 24th year of basketball coach- 
ing at the Academy, prepared the Middies 
for their opening game against Columbia 
University on 10 Jan. 

The Academy cagers have lost five 
lettermen from last year’s team, three of 
whom were regulars. Returning lettermen 
include Co-captains Bob Zoeller and Bill 
Busik, Navy’s football hero. Tiny Mc-

RESIDENT Roosevelt’s actions in replacing the high commands of the sea, land, 
Pina air forces in the Hawaiian area, and in promptly convening an investigating 
board of high calibre, will have the reciprocal results of furthering the efficiency of the 
armed forces and of upholding the public’s confidence in the prosecution of the war. 
Regardless of the question of blame or censure, to have continued the old leadership 
ufter the Secretaries of both the War and Navy Departments had agreed that the 
services had been lacking in alertness would have placed the operating personnel under 
a cloud of suspicion which would have made it extremely difficult for them to have 
ziven their best thought and their strongest efforts to the single purpose of destroying 
the enemy. By the same token the public would have been discontented with its defense 
in the hands of the same set-up that permitted the worst naval defeat in our history. 
By making a prompt switch in leadership, President Roosevelt was following well 
established and successful precedents. The vigor and promptness with which General 
Pershing replaced commanders was no small contribution to the brilliant success of 
the American Expeditionary Forces in France. Commands in the Civil War shifted 
kaleidoscopically. War is swift and relentless and victory is likely to go to the nation 
and leader who can best exhibit those qualities. 

The public and the services will have confidence in the findings of the board which 
the President is sending to Hawaii. The character of its membership commands re- 
spect. But it is earnestly to be desired that they act promptly. Though no charges 
have been placed against them, the officers who have been relieved of their commands 
are distinctly under a cloud and deserve to have their conduct quickly adjudicated. 
More important are the findings which may reveal the weaknesses in our materiel, 
systems of training, tactics, etc. The important lesson concerning the offensive and 
defensive value of aircraft in sea warfare we have learned the hard way of bitter 
experience. Other errors of judgment or procedure should be brought out as rapidly as 
possible so that our war machine may function with the utmost efficiency. 


ONGRESS is to be congratulated on the promptness with which it authorized the 
higher pension rates for officers and enlisted men disabled during the current 
emergency and for the surviving dependents of personnel who lose their lives. Had 
not this legislation been enacted (it now awaits only the President’s signature) the 
families of those who give their lives would have been given pensions ranging from 
ouly $22 to $56 monthly on which to exist. The new bill raises these levels to $30 
minimum and ranging up to $83 a month. Fortunately, too, this bill not only takes 
care of those disabled and killed since the declaration of war but also will provide the 
higher pension rates for the dependents of those men lost on the destroyers torpedoed 
by German submarines before our entry into the War. Higher pension rates have 
been a consistent editorial objective of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, and it welcomes 
the enactment of this measure because it will provide more adequately for the deserv- 
ing and improve service morale. Another worthy step which should be taken in the 
establishment of double pension rates for the survivors of such heroes as the brave 
Capt. Colin P. Kelly, jr., who planted three bombs directly on the Japanese battleship 
Haruna, which went to the bottom. President Roosevelt, in a fine gesture, wrote a 
letter to “The President fo the United States in 1956” asking him to appoint Captain 
Kelly’s son to the Military Academy at that time. To assure that the son of this 
valiant officer, and other youths like him, reaches college age without feeling too greatly 
the pinch of want, Congress should establish special rates for the survivors pf those 
who die in acts of special valor.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—One of the steps most likely to be taken shortly in connection with 
civilization’s prosecution of the war against the Axis is the designation of some form 
of correlating leadership for the land, sea, and air forces of the allied nations. Such 
a leadership probably will be in the form of a staff of experts who will determine the 
higher strategy to be followed and possibly designate a commander to carry out the 
plans. Thus tar this correlation of force and energy has been lacking. Russia looked 
in vain to England to establish a second front in Europe to relieve the pressure on her 
front. England and the United States have been independently on the defensive in 
the Pacific with no unified offensive. The thirty or more smaller nations officially at 
war need direction. President Roosevelt has hinted that an allied staff is under con- 
sideration. Ambassador Litvinoff told newsmen that he is quite sure a complete un- 
derstanding “will be arrived at” among the allies as to which of them “should concen- 
trate its greatest efforts and energy on which sector.” Emphasizing the new-found 
unity, Litvinoff remarked that the nations “will be ruled in this by the interests of 
the common cause,” Both the United States and England look to Russia for aid in 
the “common cause” against Japan, just as Russia looked for aid against the German 
war machine. However, while Litvinoff put Russia in the same boat with the United 
States and Britain he also made it quite clear that Moscow has no intention of divert- 
ing its attentions from the West front. Speaking of Hitler, Mr. Litvinoff said, “We 
intend to break up his monstrous war machine, and with it, its perpetrators. We feel 
that no one can do this without us, or instead of, and we should be rendering our al- 
lies and the common cause poor service did we for a moment relax our efforts in this 
direction just now.” In the Axis there is no lack of coordination because all direction 
and authority flows from Adolph Hitler who dictates the planning and the timing of 
the movements of his Mediterranean and Asiatic fulcrums. Like Napoleon, Hitler 
doubtless would rather fight two generals than one, or better yet would rather fight 
three generals than two. His advantages of unity of command, interior lines of com- 
munications, and, generally, the initiative will require the best combined efforts of the 
Allies to offset. 

While Hitler hoped, by pushing Japan against the United States, to reduce the 
amount of lend-lease material going to Britain, it is quite certain now that he has 
not reduced one whit the administration’s determination to maintain, and increase, 
the flow of weapons and supplies from the arsenal of democracy to the fighting fronts. 
President Roosevelt, in reporting on the third quarter of the program called the at- 
tention of Congress to the fact that “the world-wide strategy of the Axis powers must 
be met with equal strategy on the part of all the nations who are joined together in 
resisting their aggression. Accordingly we must use the weapons from the arsenal 
of the democracies where they can be employed most effectively. And that means we 
must let Britain, Russia, China and other nations, including those of this hemisphere, 
use the weapons from that arsenal so that they can put them to most effective use. 
Too much is at stake in this greatest of all wars for us to neglect peoples who are or 
may be attacked by our common enemies.” Two days later, Secretary of War Stim- 
son let it be known that immediately after the attack on Pearl Harbor, it was neces- 
sary “momentarily” to stop shipment abroad to check available supplies, but that 
substantial quantities of lease-lend materials have since been released. “The declara- 
tion of war against the United States by Japan and the other Axis powers,” Mr. Stim- 
son said, “already have resulted and will continue to result in great stimulation of 
our munitions industry. This must inevitably increase rather than diminish ship- 
ments to those who are fighting our common enemy.” In this connection, it is inter- 
esting news that shipping losses in the Atlantic for the month of November were only 
100,000 tons, the lowest since the fall of France. United States personnel is being 
sent in Increasing numbers to the Middle East. Brig. Gen. Russell Maxwell, our repre- 
sentative at Cairo, explains that the personnel is for the purpose of setting up supply 
and assembly bases and that no present plans call for combat troops in that area. 

Hitler can not afford to let his people think too much about the licking their Army 
is taking from the Russians. That he will do something spectacular to offset the de- 
feats is probable. Many believe that he will move in the direction of the Iberian 
peninsula, The fact that the Portuguese are smarting under the Allied occupancy 
of their portion of Timor in the East Indies will give them some excuse to their people 
if they give assistance to the Reich. Franco, of course, will jump when Iitler cracks 
the whip. 











Bureau of Aeronauties—As the Navy’s pilot training program increases in tempo, 
safety to personnel continues to be the paramount consideration. Last year the Navy 
flew nearly a million miles more than in 1935 with an accident rate 50 percent less. 
During 1941, the rate has been considerably less than one accident per 1,000 hours, 
figures released this week show. Good basic training is the Naval pilot’s surest safety 
precaution, The American pilot training program is now recognized as being better 
coordinated, better planned than that of any other country. The student of today uses 
training planes that are far superior to those used by his predecessors. Continual 
research in aviation medicine has indicated safety limits that has lowered the number 
of flight hours per day for individuals. Protection from possible mechanical failures is 
found in flotation gear, pneumatic life jackets, distress signals, parachute flares for 
night landings and automatic fire extinguishers. While naval aircraft maneuvers are 
generally carried out far at sea and their operation is of necessity hidden from the 
civilian eye, their success is due in large part to the Department’s paramount in- 
terest in the safety of its personnel. 

Silhouettes and des: ‘»tions of 23 of the most commonly used combat planes of 
the Japanese were release. »%r general publication this week by the Navy Department. 
The information was relea to aid civilian defense personnel and civil personnel 
particularly those serving ai in familiarizing themselves with the characteristics 
of the ships so they may be mo. : easily identified and reported when observed. The 
silhouettes and descriptions show the following general types of Japanese planes: six 
fighters, five bombers, four dive-bombers, five observation and reconnaissance craft, 
and three patrol planes. 

War and weather have combined to put the Naval Air Station at Corpus Christi, 
Tex., on a seven day week flying schedule. The new schedule, which will go into 
effect immediately, provides for continuous operation of the Aviation Training De- 
partment in order to increase the number of Navy fliers graduated from the school 
and to counteract the flight hours lost through inclement weather. 

The seven day week schedule affects most departments at the Naval Air Station 
in that they will be required to remain partially staffed at all times to accommodate

the needs of the fliers. However, persons working Sundays because of the schedule 
will be allowed liberty on days when the weather prevents flying. 


Armored Force—First reports from official sources on the reliability, maneuyey. 
ability and speed of the American M-3 medium tank are now being received. According 
to these reports on the “Honies,” as the M-3’s are called in the British Army, the 
ability of the American medium tanks to weave from side to side and its generg 
handiness moke it a difficult target for its opponents. According to authorities the 
M-3’s are extremely reliable and are taking the rough, stony desert in their stride, 
The general opinion is that the first American built tanks to go into action in this war 
have acquitted themselves well and proved valuable fighting machines. 

After watching U. S. Army armored troops of a reinforced tank regiment in g 
demonstration of attack at Ft. Knox, Ky., General Newton Cavalcanti, Chief of the 
Mechanized Forces of the Brazilian army predicted a victory for United States 
Armored Forces against any enemy they might face. General Cavalcanti’s predictiog 
was made at the close of a busy day in which he presented to Ft. Knox a bronze plaque, 
forged in Brazil’s armories, in honor of the late Maj. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, “father 
of the Armored Forces.” The Brazilian general watched the tank attack problem and 
inspected the United States armored troops in intensive training at the Armored 
Force School. General Cavalcanti characterized methods of instruction he hag ob. 
served in the United States as the most valuable lesson he will take back to Brazil, 
Maj. Gen Jacob L. Devers, Chief of the Armored Force, accepted the plaque on behalf 
of the Armored Force. 


Ordnance Department—During the past year, the Ordnance Department has secured 
sufficient production of mortars to furnish these weapons to all units that should 
have them under the tables of organization. Mortars are used by infantry divisions, 
armored divisions and Military Police battalions. In addition, they have been as. 
signed to parachute battalions and cavalry units. 

Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, stated this week that during the 
period between 26 Oct. and 25 Nov., officers in the Ordnance Department Districts ip- 
spected 4,803 prime contracts and 28,781 subcontracts. The report points out that in 
one district where there are 281 prime contractors there are 4,726 subcontractors: ip 
another, where there are 505 prime contracts, 7,348 subcontracts are found. 

Officials of the Ordnance Department said this week that virtually all troops who 
should have them have been provided with Thompson sub-machine guns. The Thomp 
son gun, powerful weapon of America’s gangsterdom, is used by parachute, tank, cer. 
tain infantry, and armored force troops. The gun is extremely valuable in close-in 
fighting, and is especially valuable for use by parachute troopers, who find the gun not 
too heavy, and by tank troops, who use the .45 caliber gun when the tanks are forced 
to a halt and the men must get out and fight. 

Standardization of the use of plastics for pistol grips, slide handles on machine 
guns, and bayonet handles has been effected by the Ordnance Department, according 


facturing rifles, machine guns, and pistols have been notified they may use plastics or 
continue to use walnut wood, according to the availability of materials. 

It was explained that molded plastic grips and handles are produced at a greater 
speed than the wooden handles, and since they are exact replicas of the dies in whic 
they are molded, their accuracy is assured. A quantity of pistols with plastic grips has 
already been delivered to troops. 

The plastics being used in Ordnance production must be able to withstand extreme 
cold of 40 degrees below zero Fahrenheit without cracking or breaking, and extreme 
heat of 170 degrees without softening, blistering, or warping. 


Army Air Forees—The Army Recruiting Service last week sent out an appeal fore

Dr. Stanford A. Moss, General Electr 
engineer of Lynn, Mass., and the Army Air Corps represented by Maj. Gen, Walle 
R. Weaver, acting Chief of Air Corps, were honored jointly for “outstanding sue 
in high altitude flying by development of the turbo-supercharger,” the device thi 
enables America’s heavy bombers and high-powered fighters to perform at “fab 
tastic” altitudes. 

The turbo-supercharger developed by Dr. Moss and Air Corps engineers ov 
the last 23 years is a device in which flaming hot gasses expelled from a combustiot 
engine operate a turbine which drives a compressor for supplying air to the engitt 
The engine thus is enabled to “breathe” normally in the thin air of high altitude 
without appreciable drain on its power. The improvement, according to exper 
has resulted in many long distant and high altitude records. 

The War Department late last week authorized the construction by the Corps 
Engineers of seven Bombardment Air Bases. These air bases will be located ne 
Syracuse, N. Y.; Richmond, Va.; Greenville, S. C.; Nashville, Tenn.; Walla Wall 
Wash. ; Rapid City, 8S. D.; and Columbus, Ohio. Approximately 450 officers and 4 
enlisted men and 130 aircraft will eventually be stationed at each base according ™ 
present plans. 

Two new developments designed to add immeasurably to the striking powe 
of American war planes—a deadly wing cannon and an aircraft fire-control devi 
are receiving considerable study discussion by Air Corps officials.

American inventive genius, geared to all-out wartime productive effort, has 
scored a new triumph in aerial safety with development of an extinguishing system 
which puts out fires in planes engines while the ship is in flight. The new system 
js receiving its first military tryout in the European war, and RAF fliers hail it as 
oe of the most important safety devices ever installed in an airplane. A great 
number of planes disabled during combat are forced out of action because of fire. 
In the last year, efficient fire fighting apparatus for planes did not exist and pilot 
fatalities from this cause were heavy. In the new device all the pilot has to do is 
pull a handle on his instrument to snuff out any motor flame. Carbon dioxide gas, 
held under high pressure in a steel bottle, is discharged over the motor through a 
perforated pipe. The engine compartment becomes completely flooded by the gas 
which kills the fire by reducing the oxygen content of the air to a point where gaso- 
line and oil cannot burn. 


Naval Observatory—Capt. J. F. Hellweg, USN-Ret., Superintendent of the Naval 
Observatory, has announced that winter will begin in the Northern Hemisphere at 
12:45 a.m. EST on 22 Dec. 1941. At the same time summer will begin in the Southern 
Hemisphere. 

Chemical Warfare Service—Construction of the Huntsville, Ala., arsenal is pro- 
ceeding at a rapid pace, Chemical Warfare Service officials said this week, pointing 
out that construction work is being executed on a seven day a week schedule, 24 hours 
aday. Already two months ahead of schedule, construction of the forty million dollar 
project is expected to be completed before 1 April 1942, on which date it is hoped 
actual production of smoke and other chemical warfare munitions will begin.

Chaplains—Ch. William R. Arnold, Chief of Chaplains, was sworn in this week as 
a brigadier general, following confirmation by the Senate of his nomination to fill 
the highest rank a Chief of Chaplains has ever held. Mr. Herbert F. Statesir, chief 
clerk of the Office of the Chief of Staff, administered the oath to Chaplain Arnold. 

Chaplain Arnold is a Roman Catholic, the first of this denomination to be desig- 
nated as Chief of Chaplains, Born in Wooster, Ohio, on 10 June 1881, Chaplain 
Arnold was graduated from St. Joseph's College, Rensselaer, Ind., with the degree 
of A. B., and from St. Bernard’s Seminary, Rochester, N, Y., where he completed his 
theological education. He was ordained a priest of the Roman Catholic Church on 
8 June, 1908. He was appointed a chaplain in the Army on 7 May 19138, with the 
rank of first lieutenant, and was promoted through the grades to his present rank 
of brigadier general. 

Chaplains throughout the Army have busied themselves during the past few 
weeks planning religious observances and entertainment programs during the Christ- 
mas holidays. Reports reaching the Office of the Chief of Chaplains contain refer- 
ences to unique observances at various Army posts, 

At Ft. Snelling, Minn., for instance, a blind organist, Miss Lois Cumiskey, 
daughter of a sergeant major, will play Christmas carols on the chimes of the post 
chapel, said to be second in beauty to only one other Army chapel in the country— 
that at West Point, N. Y. The chimes are played from the organ console, Miss 
Cumiskey has arranged a program of 17 holiday pieces. If past years are indicative, 
hundreds of civilians will come to Ft. Snelling on Christmas Day from nearby St. Paul 
and Minneapolis in order to hear Miss Cumiskey play. Ch. (LA. Col.) J. A. Troy is 
post chaplain at Ft. Snelling. 

At Ft. Knox, Ky., a total of 60 religious services have been arranged during 
Christmas week, excluding the regular Sunday services, Chapels will be open nightly 
for carol singing. (Lt. Col.) William D. Cleary is chaplain of the Armored Force, 
whose headquarters are at Ft. Knox, 

Interesting sidelight was the recent fingerprinting of Santa Claus at Ft. Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Ind. At the fingerprinting ceremony the soldier-Santa was given a 
pass which will permit him to return on Christmas Day. 

Ch. Roy J. Honeywell reported for duty this week to the Office of the Chief 
of Chaplains and was assigned to duty in the Plans and Training Section, Chaplain 
Iloneywell was last stationed at the Station Hospital, Ft. Jackson, 8. C. 


Quartermaster Corps—A new system for inspection of Army mess activities is now 
in operation in the Third Corps Area, Quartermaster Corps officials announced this 
week. The plan involves a monthly inspection by a qualified Subsistence officer, 
working in close cooperation with the Bakers and Cooks School, All phases of mess 
operation including the use of field ration, sources and procurement method of sup- 
ply of meat and meat products, butter, eggs, fresh fruits and vegetables, and prepara- 
tion of foods are being observed. All those who handle food will be given a monthly 
physical examination as part of the plan, Quartermaster officials said. 

The new inspection plan, now in an experimental stage in the Third Corps Area, 
will be revised if necessary and then is expected to be recommended for adoption 
by all Corps Areas, 

One big advantage, oflicials believe, that will result from the new system is that 
in every instance food experts will be chosen for the highly specialized inspection 
job. Furthermore, it affords the Commanding Officer an immediate picture of the 
mess conditions within his command, helps him develop a standard on which to 
base his future plans and serves to keep mess sergeants “on their toes” at all times, 

Quartermaster Corps officials announced this week that the Officers’ Candidate 
School now in progress at Camp Lee, Va., Quartermaster Replacement and Training 
Center, will end on 17 Jan. 1942, At the same time, it Was stated that a new Officers’ 
Candidate School, to be composed of approximately 150 students, will begin im- 
mediately upon completion of the present course, Quotas are now being made up 
in the various Corps Areas, 

In an effort to prevent serious interference with the normal production schedules 
of the clothing and textile industries, the Quartermaster Corps is now placing orders 
for various items of winter clothing which will be utilized next winter, In accord- 
ance with this program, contracts have already been awarded totaling $14,540,111.88 
for the purchase of 4,284,600 yards of 18 oz. olive drab serge cloth to be used in 
making winter uniforms for 1,200,000 flannel shirts, and 545,000 yards 
of flannel shirting. 

Officials in the Office of the Quartermaster General announced this week that 
contracts have been awarded for 895,268 pairs of leather-soled shoes at a cost of 
$3,130,022.05, at an average cost of $3.58 per pair, Twenty-five concerns in 11 States 
will share in this award, with individual orders ranging from one for 264 pairs to 
one for 80,000 pairs. The average order was for approximately 35,000 pairs. 

The War Department has announced that the Quartermaster facilities at Stock- 
ton, Calif., have been designated as “Stockton Quartermaster Motor Depot,” and have 
been classified as an exempted station, Not exempted, however, is the 2nd Battalion, 
5Sth Quartermaster Regiment (Heavy Maintenance). 

Army regulations have been promulgated by the War Department concerning 
the branding and registration of public animals. These regulations, AR 30-455, ex- 
plain the branding technique, and provide for the establishment of a horse and mule 
register to be maintained by the Quartermaster General. 

Orders have been placed with the Philadelphia, Pa., Quartermaster Depot for 
the manufacture of 10,633 flags for Army use. Operations involved in the manu- 
facture of Army flags, all of which are made at the Vhiladelphia Quartermaster 
Depot, include both mechanical and hand work. While much of the cutting and

Veterinary Corps—Oflicers of the Veterinary Corps have been ordered by the War 
Department to furnish the Headquarters Veterinarian, Field Headquarters, Perish- 
able Subsistence Branch, Office of the Quartermaster General, Produce Exchange 
Building, 1425 South Racine Ave., Chicago, IL, with information concerning food 
establishments which have been disapproved as sources of Army supply because of 
insanitary conditions. A list of such establishments is to be forwarded as soon as 


possible. 
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Army Nurse Corps—Army Nurse Corps officials stated this week that in the five 
day period from 10 Dec.-15 Dec., 173 letters were received in which were contained 
requests for information concerning service in the Army Nurse Corps. This figure 
compares with a total of 165 similar letters received during the entire month of 
Sept., 168 during Oct., and 187 in Nov. 

As was pointed out in the last issue of the Army AND Navy JourNAL, Nurse 
Corps officials have long maintained that if America were to become involved in 
war, then great numbers of nurses throughout the country would apply for service 
in military units. The figures of the period 10 Dec.-15 Dec. would indicate that this 
belief is well founded. 

Nurse Corps officials explained further that from among the 173 nurses who 
wrote in for information during the 5-day period, a total of 83 were eligible for 
active service, and consequently application blanks have been mailed them. Com- 
parative figures show that during the entire months of September, October, and 
November, application blanks mailed from the Office of the Superintendent of Nurses 
to eligible nurses totaled 56, 73, and 59, respectively. 

Miss Florence A. Blanchfield, assistant superintendent, Army Nurse Corps, and 
Miss Mary Touse, assistant superintendent, Navy Nurse Corps, this week addressed 
a meeting of approximately 1,000 nurses at the Departmental Auditorium, Wash- 
ington, D. C., called by the Nurses Council for Defense, and presided over by Miss 
Annabelle Petersen, president, Graduate Nurses Association of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, many of the nurses in the audience registered 
with the Red Cross for future service in the Army and Navy Nurse Corps, or for 
service in the Civilian Defense program, Medical officers were present and gave regis- 
trants preliminary physical examinations in order to expedite the registration pro- 
gram. 

The War Department has issued a circular letter in which commanding generals 
of all corps areas and departments are informed that members of the Army Nurse 
Corps must be provided with officer identification cards. 


Office of Provost Marshal General—<Activities of the Army Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral’s office went into high gear this week with detail of several hundred officers now 
attached to military police units into the Corps of Military Police. At the same time 
Maj. Gen. Allen Gullion, the Provost Marshal General, called the nine corps area pro- 
vost marshals general to Washington for a three-day conference this week with offi- 
cers in his bureau. Procedures to be followed in the corps areas and the use of new 
forms were discussed. 


Army Industrial College—The War Department announced this week that at the 
conclusion of the fifth short course next week, the Army Industrial College will be 
closed until further notice, Officials explain that this action was made necessary be- 
cause of the greater need for experienced procurement personnel in the field. 


Finance Department—Officials of the Finance Department announced this week that 
the present Officers’ Candidate School would end next Tuesday, 23 Dec., and that a 
new class to be composed of 20 students will begin instruction at Camp Holabird, Md., 
on 2 Jan. 1942. Names of the students who will comprise the new class have not as yet 
been received at the Office of the Chief of Finance, it was reported. 


The War Department has promulgated new regulations, AR 35-6540, concerning 
requisitions for property, which supersede AR 35-6540, 14 May 1939, and more recently 
section IV of Circular Letter No. 199,1941, 


The Adjutant General’s Department—Army regulations explaining the organiza- 
tion and purpose of the Adjutant General Board have been released by the War 
Department as AR 15-10, The Board considers subjects submitted to it by the Ad- 
jutant General and at the same time makes recommendations for the improvement 
of the Adjutant General’s Department, particular for service in the field.

Signal Communications 
(Continued) 


“154. A universal cipher published by 
one large command was so simple that 
it was readily broken down. Use of a 
simple system provides greater deception 
to the user than to the enemy. It delays 
the proper delivery of messages but af- 
fords no great difficulty for an alert 
enemy, 

“155. Message writers frequently 
specify the means by which their mes- 
sages are to be sent. This not only fre- 
quently results in delay but it may un- 
necessarily endanger security measures. 

“156. Much improvement is necessary 
in radio discipline. In one instance in- 
structions by the net control station of 
one large unit were disregarded by sta- 
tions in the net so that it required 28 
minutes to transmit a 23 word message. 
Much useless radio transmission is being 
carried on in voice. Messages may be han- 
dled more rapidly by use of the key. Mes- 
sages which could be sent by use of ab- 
breviated code are frequently sent in the 
clear, thereby divulging important in- 
formation to the enemy. 

“157. Radio operators require much ad- 
ditional training. In general, the number 
of qualified operators is wholly inade- 
quate for the proper operation of the 
radio nets employed. 

“158. Wire lines are not always prop- 
erly tagged. Field wire was noted laid 
on a roud and draped on bushes and 
fences. Wire must be either flat on the 
ground or supported sufficiently high to 
clear any possible transportation. Wires 
entering command posts must be buried 
or in the air, to prevent interference with 
individuals and transportation. 

“1590. For the success of signal com- 
munication it is essential that in divisions 
and higher headquarters at least one fu- 
ture location of the command post be 
known sufficiently ahead of time to per- 
reconnaissance of the new location

cilities there before closing the old loca- 
tion.”

Supply and Evacuation 

“160. Special QM units (for example 
shoe repair and sterilization and bath) 
should have reverted to army control for 
this phase to secure full use of their 
capabilities. 

“161. In some instances too many de- 
pots were located in one locality, caus- 
ing traffic congestion. 

“162. The bakery companies are com- 
manded for their excellent organization, 
efficient operation and excellent bread. 

“163. A surplus stockage of forage was 
placed at one railhead and some of this 
forage is being lost by spoilage. 

“164. In general, the ration appears to 
be exceedingly ample and well balanced. 

“165. In general, railheads are eflicient- 
ly operated and blackout restrictions are 
well observed. Some units were moved 
and thereby lost out on some deliveries, 
but this will be normal in war. 

“166. Both forces issued “B” and “C” 
emergency rations when regular delivery 
was impossible or impracticable. This 
will be normal in war and is excellent 
training. This was particularly true of 
cavalry, armored force and antitank 
units. 

“167. In both forces, requisitions were 
to be sent through Army Quartermasters, 
but companies and regiments sent requisi- 
tions and trucks for Class II supplies di- 
rect to depots at Ft. Bragg and Ft. Jack- 
son. This resulted in unnecessary incon- 
venience at the depots and a wastage of 
time and transportation. It also resulted 
in partial loss of control by the Quarter- 
master, First Army, and Division Quar- 
termasters in the IV Army Corps. 

“168. In general, the supply of gasoline 
and lubricants was excellent. There was 
shortage of cans at some gasoline supply 
points. 

“169. In a few instances, poor cover 
and concealment existed at gasoline rail- 
heads. Fire protection is poor at many 
railheads and smoking restrictions are 
not rigidly enforced.

formance of Ist and 2d echelon mainte. 
nance. 

“175. The number of artificial casual. 
ties exacuated has been encouraging. The 
realism in bandling these patients and 
the splinting and bandaging observed, 
are worthy of praise. 

“176. The care of sick has been ex. 
cellent. The speedy removal of over 4, 
000 sick or injured men from the field 
to the rear where they have received 
proper treatment has been carried on ef. 
fectively.”

“177. Prisoners of War: a@. 6,387 prison- 
ers were exchanged through the prisoner 
of war exchange. Both Red and Blue 
prisoner of war inclosures were organized 
and operated with commendable effi- 
ciency. In fact, prisoners were so well 
eared for in prisoner of war enclosures 
that reluctance to leave them was noticed 
in some instances. 

“b. Upon completion of the first phase, 
instances occurred in which units hold 
ing prisoners released them to find their 
own way to their units instead of proces 
sing them to prisoner of war enclosures 
of the First Army or of the IV Army 
Corps as required by current instructions.

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Wanted: More Mountain Troops 
BY STRATEGICUS 


HE War Department's decision to 
organize a mountain infantry regi- 


ment is to be applauded by all those who 
desire a modern, up-to-the-minute Army. 
Far more than a single regiment, how- 
ever, is needed, Our peculiar strategic 
situation and our all embracing foreign 
policy call for the immediate organiza- 
tion of full-fledged mountain divisions, 
“apable of operating independently in any 
mountainous or jungle area of the globe. 

To many non-military observers it may 
seem strange that, in an age when planes 
and tanks play such increasingly impor- 
tant roles in battle, the revival of the 
pack-mule should be hailed as a forward 
military step. Yet such is the case, 
Planes and tanks, to be sure, have become 
spearheads of modern offensive opera- 
tions. But, simultaneously, mountain in- 
fantry and artillery have also become es- 
sential elements. The pack-mule, indeed, 
remains the dominant means of military 
transportation in those still-extensive 


areas into which the motor cannot and 
dare not head. 
The terms “mountain infantry” or 


“mountain artillery” are scarcely compre- 
hensive enough to describe the manifold 
activities in which units equipped with 
pack-mules can engage. Operations are 
just as feasible in the trackless jungles 
of the tropics or the frozen tundra of the 
Arctic as they are in the Alpine areas of 
Purope or the sierras of North and South 
America, Such special units could just as 
well be termed “Jungle Infantry” or 
“Arctic Artillery.” In all cases, the pack- 
mule is the common denominator. Moun- 
tain units are truly “men of all work.” 

Specialized mountain troops have ex- 
isted in most European armies since the 
middle of the last century. The vast mili- 
tary importance of the Alpine area of 
Central Europe forced most of the powers, 
whose national boundaries included parts 
of this zone, to create troops, especially 
organized, equipped, and trained, to op- 
erate under the geologic and climatic con- 
ditions which prevail in the Alps. France, 
Italy, and Austria-Hungary led the way 
in the development of these specialized 
forces, which were later organized as full- 
fledged mountain divisions. Such divisions 
comprised not only infantry and artillery 
but also special signal troops and engi- 
neers. 

Of all the Continental European na- 
tions, it was only Germany which lagged 
in the development of mountain troops. 
The pre-war German General Staff be- 
lieved that there was little likelihood of 
a war situation developing which would 
eall for the employment of such units. 
The Staff also felt that the creation of 
specialized troops prevented uniformity 
in organization, training, and _ tactics 
throughout the Army. Hence, when the 
World War broke out, Germany alone of 
the great European powers possessed no 
Alpine forces. 

This failure to create mountain troops 
caused serious difficulties for the Ger- 
mans within twelve months of the out- 
break of the war, when circumstances, 
which had not been foreseen, forced her 
to fight in the high Carpathians and in 
the South Tyrol. In both these theatres 
normal German divisions employed 
showed themselves unequal to the tasks 
imposed on them. Transportation broke 
down, and the tactical training of units 
left much to be desired. Realizing these 
shortcomings, Germany asked her ally, 
Austria-Hungary, for assistance. Only 
then did the organization of mountain 
troops begin. During 1915 and 1916 
strenuous efforts were made to organize 


them. Special equipment was purchased 
from Austro-Hungarian factories and 
Austrian instructors were detailed to 


German units to teach ice and rock tech- 
nique of Alpine warfare. Despite all ef- 
forts, however, the German mountain di- 
visions continued throughout the World 
War to betray evidences of their hasty 
improvisation. 

Since the World War, Germany has 
laid emphasis on her mountain troops. 
Even in the small Reichswehr, the army 
of Republican days, there were main- 
tained infantry, artillery, and engineer 
units designated as mountain formations. 
At the outbreak of the present war, this 
nucleus had been expanded to three full 








divisions. Today the German Army con- 
tains between twelve and fifteen special- 
ized divisions of this type. 

It seems strange that, in a military 
epoch when all armies are becoming in- 
creasingly motorized, and at a time when 
the world network of surfaced road is be- 
ing steadily enlarged, mountain troops 
should be required in ever-increasing 
numbers. The history of this war, how- 
ever, stresses the need for just such 
special troops. In both the Norwegian 
and the Grecian campaigns, German 
mountain troops played a decisive part. 
In the Polish and Jugoslav operations 
they achieved noteworthy successes. On 
the other hand, a lack of mountain units 
was a reason for the Italian failure in 
Albania during the winter of 1940-'41. 
The Greek Army actually possessed four 
or five times as many mountain units as 
Italy, and it was largely the Greek su- 
periority in this branch which brought 
about the Italian reverses, 

The course of the Norwegian cam- 
paign of April and May, 1940, shows us 
clearly how an unfortunate military 
situation can arise when an army has 
failed to develop in peace the technique 
and equipment for mountain warfare. 
Germany sent numerous well-equipped 
and well-trained mountain divisions to 
Norway. Great Britain lacked them en- 
tirely. Narvik and the Trondheim areas, 
with their high mountains and lack of 
highways, were soon revealed as unsuit- 
able terrain for the operation of the ex- 
clusively motorized troops which the 
British Empire then had at her disposal 
in England. Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain had no other recourse but to appeal 
for help to France, which possessed large 
formations of Alpine troops. Reynaud 
complied at once and placed a brigade of 
Chasseurs Alpines and certain Polish 
mountain formations, which had only re- 
cently been organized, at the disposal of 
Great Britain. These troops thereafter 
bore the brunt of the fighting at Narvik 
and Namsos. They were too few, how- 
ever, for the assigned task, and lacked 
the proper Arctic equipment. 

The tragic British failure in Norway, 
therefore, can be charged in large mea- 
sure to the failure of the War Office to 
organize mountain units in time of peace. 
When the occasion for their use arose, it 
was found that units of this type could 
not be improvised. Hence, the old mili- 
tary adage was once again shown to be 
correct: “What is neglected in peace, re- 
venges itself doubly in war.” 

The problems which will confront our 
experimental mountain infantry regiment 
are numerous and variegated. These 
problems have to do not only with the de- 
termination of the most suitable types of 
equipment, but also with questions per- 
taining to organization and tactical meth- 
ods. Such problems have long been 
studied in Kuropean armies, and, for- 
tunately for us, their experience is known 
to the War Department. The splendid de- 
velopment of pack transportation by our 
own artillery and quartermaster corps 
can also now be utilized to good purpose 
by the infantry. It is fortunate, indeed, 
that we possess a pack-saddle which can 
be adapted with only slight modifications 
to transport all types of infantry-support- 
ing weapons: machine guns, anti-tank 
guns, and trench mortars. 

Some organizational variation will, no 
doubt, have to be made, once our new 
mountain regiment gets down to work. In 
organizing American mountain infantry, 
the desirability of including a battery of 
75-mm mountain guns in the regiment will 
probably become evident. In European 
armies this inclusion has become normal 
procedure. The signal equipment of 
normal infantry will also have to be 
radically changed. European mountain 
regiments possess little telephone equip- 
ment, but many additional radio sets, and 
an apparatus known as the “visual tele- 
phone.” This device has been developed 
to meet the special needs of mountain 
warfare, By means of it, conversations 
can be carried one for a distance of two 
or three miles over ultra-violet rays. The 
apparatus is fairly cumbersome and also 
has the disadvantage that sending and 
receiving stations must be carefully 
sighted to one another. Nevertheless, the 
visual telephone has become, in Europe, 
an important additional means of com- 
munication for troops aperating in moun- 








ee | 





tainous terrain. Therefore, it is quite 
likely that the coming maneuvers of our 
mountain units will indicate the advisa- 
bility of developing a similar device. 

The problems of mountain warfare are 
common, not only to the infantry and ar- 
tillery, but also to the other arms of the 
service. Engineers and signal troops are 
confronted in mountainous terrain with 
special problems of their own. Indeed, if 
we are to believe Europe, it is engineer 
troops which have the most difficult tasks 
to solve in mountain warfare. Italian and 
Austro - Hungarian mountain engineer 
units became famous during the World 
War for their skill in constructing cable 
railways and in bridging mountain tor- 
rents. Hence, it is to be regretted that 
the War Department, in directing the or- 
ganization of mountain infantry, did not 
see its way clear to create simultaneously 
a mountain engineer battalion. The over- 
sight will doubtless be realized as soon as 
maneuvers begin. Normally-equipped en- 
xineers can no more solve the problems 
of mountain warfare than can the infan- 
try of the line. 

It is, of course, entirely proper that 
the bulk of the new American Army 
should consist of armored and motorized 
troops. To have built in 1941 an Army 
with horse-transportation would have 
constituted a failure to exploit the enorm- 
ous military asset inherent in our auto- 
motive industry. Nevertheless, the ex- 
treme mechanization of our present army 
calls for a note of caution. Neither Brazil- 
ian, Maylayan, nor West African jungles 
seem to offer much prospect for success- 
ful operations by armored troops. It also 
appears doubtful that such units can aec- 
complish much in mountainous Iceland. 
The need for mountain troops is all too 
apparent, Our national policy now em- 
braces regions on every continent of the 
globe. 

A host of potential theatres of war con- 
front us, as the President continues to 
expand the traditional zone of American 
interests. Some of these prospective 
theatres embrace highly-civilized coun- 
tries with extensive road nets, such as 
France and Spain. A few, notably South- 
ern Persia and Libya, are deserts. Still 
others are trackless mountains and 
jungles, such as much of Brazil, West 
Africa, and Malaya. Our Army must, of 
course, be prepared to fight under all ter- 
rain conditions in any of these theatres. 
Mountain divisions are just as necessary 
as armored and motorized infantry divi- 
sions. In fact, America needs a larger 
number of mountain troops than does any 
other nation. An analysis of world 
geography in relation to the present crisis 
suggests that in about one-fifth of our 
prospective theatres of war, mountain 
troops would have to do the lion’s share 
of the work; and that such units could 
he used effectively in over half. 

In European armies the proportion of 
mountain divisions to the total varies be- 
tween five and fifteen per cent. There are 
indications, however, that both Germany 
and Italy believe that this percentage is 
too low and that the proportion of moun- 
tain troops in both Axis armies will be 
increased. The new American Army 
ought now to contain at least the same 
proportion as the armies of the Axis. 
Therefore, it appears wise for us to adopt 
as a principle that not less than fifteen 
per cent of all our divisions should be 
organized with pack transportation. 

The important issue now before our 
Army is to create these mountain divi- 
sions with the utmost speed. The War 
Department has given the green-light. We 
should never rest content until our Army 
is prepared to fight in jungles and on 
mountain peaks as well as in the desert 
or across the fertile fields of Europe.

Until the new edition of AR 616-19 
comes from the printer, it will be jp.

However, 
the War Department this week issued , 
brief of eight paragraphs of the regu. 
tion necessary for the guidance of the 
preliminary examining boards and for 
the instruction of local commanders, 

The brief was issued as War Depart. 
ment Circular No. 254. 

There was also issued Citcular No 
250, further amending Circular No, 237. 
which announced the examination, (Cir. 
cular No. 237 was printed in our 29 Noy 
issue. ) 

The original circular was amended to 
make it clear that service and age re 
quirements should be as of 15 Dee. A new 
paragraph 6 also was added. 


Pertinent parts of the two circulars 
follow: 
Circular No. 250 
1. Paragraph 3a.—Add the words “on 15 
Dec. 1941” at the end thereof. 


6. Qualification of applicants.—Preliminary 
boards will assure themselves that the ap- 
plicants selected for further consideration 
possess the necessary educational and techni- 
cal qualifications. In addition to the eduea- 
tional qualification of being a high school 
graduate or the equivalent thereof, the ap- 
plicant should, if practicable, be a graduate 
of the branch technical school relevant to the 
classification in which he seeks appointment.

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The U-Boat Commander and His 
Weapon. By Captain von Waldeyer-Hartz. 
(Militarwochenblatt, 12 September 1941.) 

Following the World War the profes- 
sional journals throughout the world con- 
tained much comment whether or not the 
higher commanders belonged at the front. 
It was the consensus of opinion that the 
experiences of the World War had offered 
no sound solution, In fact it had become 
generally accepted that, in the attack as 
well as the defense, the higher command 
should be echeloned in rear. The influence 
of personal contact with the troops was 
the responsibility of the regimental com- 
wander. The long casualty list of German 
generals refutes any inference that the 
higher commanders had declined to com 
mit themselves, The fact remains, how- 
ever, that in the present war the situa 
tion is reversed. Ways and means have 
heen found, with which the higher com 
manders are in accord, to place the in 
fluence of command well to the front 
without sacrificing general supervision. 
It is self-evident that such practice will 
stimulate the will to fight, especially dur 
ing critical situations. 

Naval warfare has always demanded 
that the conduct of battle must emanate 
from the point of attack or the center of 
the front. It has been proved repeatedly 
that every plan and attempt—and they 
date back into the 18th century——to ex- 
dude the fleet and squadron commanders 
from the fighting line have been faulty. 
Every hostile movement and every change 
in the situation requires immediate ac 
tion. The control of naval units in bat 
tle is concerned generally with difficult 
problems of navigation. The engagement 
takes place in the open water and is de- 
cided by the superiority of weapons and 
leadership rather than by the capture of 
positions on land. 

Submarine warfare an exception. 
The U-boat does not engage in battle as 
part of a larger unit, entering a locality 
where several ships are operating to- 
gether. Its successful employment against 
a convoy demands that the attacking 
boats proceed at regulated intervals ac 
cording to plan. Having once been com 
mitted to action, each boat must carry 
out its mission independently. Subma- 
tines actually fight as though they were 
engaged in guerilla warfare with 
ited objectives, none of which is conelu- 
sive in itself, but all of which, even though 
attained independent!y, contribute to ulti- 
mate victory.

Let us consider the role of the subma 
rine commander and his staff. Their daily 
tasks are of vast proportion and signifi- 
cance, A single task increases in propor 
tion to the number of boats employed and 
to the extent to which the enemy may 
devise and apply his means of defense. 
Its degree of success depends basically on 
the quality of training given to officer and 
thlisted replacements, and upon that type 
of research which will assure the evalua 
tion of every front-line experience when 
new boats are built. It is essential that 
trainees at the submarine schools attain 
thigh degree of proficiency. A weapon as 
complex as the submarine boat can be op- 
erated with maximum efficiency only 
When it is serviced with the same degree 
of eficiency. Of no small importance is 
the Psychological effect of confidence in 
the weapon.

In decisive situations 
he will be able to cooperate in both ad 
visory and active capacities, determining 
the interpretations and deductions that 
should be drawn from the mass of mes 
sages and from the development of the 
situation, and passing the essentials on 
to others. 

To be familiar with the conditions of 
the weather is a third consideration. The 
submarine commander must act on all 
meteorological reports, any one of which 
may determine whether his ship should 
be committed to, or removed from, ac 
tion. Not of the least importance is the 
task of maintaining coordination with 
other arms, especially the air arm which 
is equally concerned with the mission of 
interrupting the supply system of the 
British insular possessions. It is very 
significant that the war as a whole has 
produced deep concern over the employ 
ment of the submarine. It is a considera- 
tion that will continue to require the 
utmost. vigilance. 


Sovict Russia’s Carrying Trade and its 
Water-ways. By Dr. Paul Ruprecht. 
(Militdrwochenblatt, 10 October 1941.) 

Soviet Russia plays no great role as a 
sea power. Even though she may be as- 
sumed to have a navy of considerable size, 
its components are so widely separated by 
the seas which border this country that 
it is extremely difficult to employ it as a 
single unit in any one place. Her mer- 
chant marine occupies a similar situation. 
Consequently its capacity is greatly un 
derestimated. Russia is obliged to main 
tain commercial traflic on four great seas 

the Baltic, the White Sea, the Pacific 
Ocean and the Black Sea. 

With the exception of the small coast 
ing vessels, this merchant marine is gov 
ernment owned. Private parties are pro 
hibited from owning any ship in excess of 
15 horse power or 15-ton carrying capac- 
ity. This restriction also applies to traffic 
on inland water-ways which, up to a few 
years ago, had been under joint control 
with the merchant marine. Today the 
latter is controlled by its own commis 
sariat. 

In 1930 the Soviet merchant marine 
comprised 717 ships with a gross tonnage 


of 1,316,000,000, the greater portion of | 


which were engaged in the Black Sea 
trade. This trade employed 150 ships with 
an approximate gross tonnage of 420,000 
plus 28 ships with a gross tonnage of 
133,000—the largest portion of the Soviet 
tank fleet. Oil, piped from Baku on the 
Caspian to Batum on the Black Sea, was 
transported in these tankers principally 
to Mediterranean customers. The Baltic 
Line at Leningrad comprises about S4 
ships with a gross tonnage of 208,000; the 
Far East Line more than 90 ships with 
a gross tonnage of 270,000, 

About one-fourth of the Soviet mer 
chant marine consists of motor ships. In 
1939 there were about 140 of these with a 
gross tonnage of 346,000, an average of 
2500 tons each. The majority of her mer 
ehant marine ure steamships averaging 
1700 tons each, a type which Russia de 
sires to replace as quickly as possible with 
motor ships in conformance with her plan 


to modernize her merchant marine, Dur 
ing the past ten years Russia has in 
creased her merchant marine to four 


times its former size, mainly by the ac 
quisition of foreign obsolete tonnage. 
Consequently the average age per ship 
is so high that modernization has become 
quite necessary. During recent years her 
wharfage has been increased consider 
ably and improved technically. She is now 
in a position to speed up the tempo of 
modernization and thereby approach the 
goal of her importing and exporting 
policy. She is doing everything within her 
power to promote this policy and to carry 
on trade by means of her own ships. Even 
though this trade is carried on today in 
90 per cent of her own ships, this policy 
is but 15 per cent complete. Her exports 
are concerned mainly with bulky ma 
terials, while her imports deal largely 





with valuable industrial products. Con- 
sequently she employs her own ships for 
the former and depends on foreign ships 
for importing the latter. This procedure 
presents the unfavorable situation of 
round trips which cannot be exploited 
profitably. 

In order to improve her carrying trade 
and reduce the cost of transportation to 
2 minimum, the Russians have con- 
structed or planned a number of canals 
us connecting links between the several 
seas Which comprise her seaboard, With- 
in a short time after their completion 
these canals are bound to increase the 
capacity of her carrying trade. 

These plans include three canal sys- 
tems. At present only the Volga-Moscow 
Cunal is in operation. The second system 

the Volga-Don Canal—upon which work 
has been recently projected, extends from 
Stalingrad on the Volga to the Don, which 
is connected with the Black Sea via the 
Sea of Azov. The third system eventually 
should connect Rybinsk on the Volga 
north of Moscow with Lake Onega and 
the White Sea. As the Swir River would 
then complete the connection of the White 
Sea with Lake Ladoga, which is joined 
to the Baltic by means of the Neva, it 


would be possible, upon completion of 
this project, to have an uninterrupted 
water-way from the Baltic, as well as 


from the Atlantic by means of the Arctic 
Ocean, to the Black Sea, and to the Cas 
pian via the Volga. 

ven though an outlet to the ocean is 


associated with difficulties, the conten 
tion, that passage round the north of 
Asia could never be accomplished, has 


been disproved in recent years by prac 
tical experiences, It has been established 
that the warming effect of the Gulf 
Stream extends as far as Nova Zembla 
and Franz Josef Land and that, in this 
vicinity, there are other warm currents 
which, during a portion of the year, will 
reasonably assure passage through the 
Arctic Ocean. During the summer of 1935 
four Soviet ships carried freight in both 
directions between Murmansk and Viadi 
vostok. Then there is the incident of the 
Soviet steamer which in less than a year 
covered 4000 miles in the Aretie Ocean. 
Based on these experiences the Soviets 
have hopes that, with the aid of modern 
technique, it is but a matter of a short 
time before the regular carrying trade 
of the world will include every one of 
their rivers that empties into the Arctic 
Ocean. Navigation is maintained in the 
Arctie Ocean by the Arctic Route Admin 
istration, which controls over 150 Arctic 
steamers und 10 ice breakers. The re 
putedly splendidly organized Volar Fly- 
ing Service of the Soviet Union is also at 
its disposal. In 1937 there were 77 
Meteorological stations. The individual 
control points of this shipping lane are 
coordinated with each other and with the 
harbors at the mouths of the rivers by a 
scheduled flying service. Wharves and re- 
pair shops have been constructed, There 
is no doubt that modern technical means 
are capable of overcoming a large portion 
of the polar climatic difficulties. The 
maintenance of navigable passage is of 
vreat significance to the Soviets, for, re 
gardiess of the difficulty encountered, it 
will give them direct access to two oceans, 
an advantage which they are now denied. 
Its value is further enhanced by the ice 
free Arctic port and railway terminal of 
Murmansk. 

At the present time the only connection 
between the Baltic and the Aretiec Ocean 
is via the Neva from Kronstadt to Lake 
Ladoga, thence via the Swir to Lake 
Onega, which is joined to the White Sea 
by the 140 mile long Stalin Canal. This 
cnnal contains 19 locks and has a depth 
of 20 feet. In order that it might be used 
by a certain type of light cruiser, it is 
intended to deepen the cut to 24 feet. De- 


spite the probability that this canal 
might be closed between October and 
March, the Russians hope that it will 


pass from 7 to 8 million tons of freight. 
This hope seems to be justified inasmuch 
the Soviet Union has succeeded in 
transporting a large assortment of raw 


as 


materials to the Arctic coast and using 


them to good advantage. 





The Marinsky Canal, which connects 
Lake Onega with Rybinsk on the Volga, 
is still in the process of construction. 
When this canal has been completed as 
far as its planned terminal and joined up 
with the SO mile long canal which enters 
the Volga at Ivanovo, it will be of great 
advantage to the Soviets, as it will con- 
nect the thriving and extraordinarily 
valuable Volga district and the principal 
cities of the country with the Baltic. This 
canal is 28 feet wide, 18 feet deep, and 
has 11 electrically operated locks. 

As an auxiliary to the sea-going mer- 
chant fleet the inland carrying trade of 
the Soviet Union has undergone a marked 
development, which is illustrated by the 
following figures:

16. Board of officers.-The personnel of the 
examining boards will be selected by the post 
commander, Each board will consist of not 
less than three officers commissioned or de- 
tailed in the arms and services concerned 
and, in addition, one medical officer designated 
ns medical examiner. All members of the 
board should be experienced officers of not 
less than 5 years’ commissioned service, except 
that the president of the board will be a field 
officer of not less than 15 years’ commissioned 
service. 

17. Preliminary examination.-The board 
will carefully examine all applications and re- 
ports of physical examinations. Each ap- 
plicant will appear before the board and will 
be interviewed by the members thereof. The 
applicant's past experience and general adapt- 
ability in military service, with particular 
reference to the appointment which he ies 
seeking, will be carefully investigated. Where 
an enlisted applicant has received a score of 
less than 110 on the Army General Classifica- 
tion Test, his application will be returned 
disapproved. In this connection, the board 
may make use of the mechanical and clerical 
aptitude tests and the oral trade tests de- 
scribed in AR 615-25 which are available at 
each post. The board will observe the appli- 
cant’s personality, appearance, bearing, moral 
character, and general fitness for military 
service. The purposes of the preliminary ex-

Naval forces continue to co-ordinate their 
efforts with the Army on land, sea and in the 
air against heavy Japanese attacks on the 
Island of Luzon, 

There is no confirmation of the alleged oc- 
cupation of Guam by the Japanese. 

The resistance of Wake and Midway con- 
tinues. 

No further air activity over Hawaii has been 
reported. 

The situation in the Atlantic remains un- 
changed. 

The above is based on reports up to noon 
today. 

War Dept., No. 6, 12 Dec. 

1. Philippine Theater: Japanese air activity 
continued throughout the day with raids in 
Manila area and at Davao on the Island of 
Mindanao, Attempted Japanese landings were 
repulsed south of Vigan and north of San 
Fernando, as well as at Lingayen on the Is- 
land of Luzon, Operations of enemy para- 
chutists were reported at Tuguegaro and 
Ilagan, in the extreme north and northeast of 
the Island of Luzon. Some enemy troops were 
landed in the vicinity of Legaspi in the ex- 
treme southern portion of the Island of 
Luzon, Previous reports of enemy naval con- 
centrations west of Zambeles province on the 
western coast of Luzon were confirmed, 

The Commanding General of the Far East- 
ern Command has notified the Commanding 
General of the Army Air Forces of the bril- 
liant performance of the American Army and 
Navy fliers and the fliers of the Philippine 
Commonwealth in attacking enemy units 
with total disregard for their own safety. One 
spectacular instance was the feat of Capt. 
Colin P. Kelly, jr., of Madison, Florida, who 
successfully attacked the battleship Haruna, 
putting that warship out of commission. In 
the destruction of this important unit of the 
Japanese fleet, Captain Kelly lost his life. 
Another brilliant victory was scored by Lt. 
Boyd D. Wagner of Philadelphia, who shot 
down two enemy planes and wrecked several 
others that were on the ground in the vicinity 
of Aparri in northern Luzon, 

2. Hawaii: There has been no renewal of 
Japanese attacks on Oahu since the initial 
operations on 7 Dec. 1941. 

3. West Coast, United States: Rumors of 
landings of enemy parachute troops on the 
West Coast have been thoroughly investigated 
and completely discredited.

1. Philippine Theater: Enemy aircraft in 
medium strength bombed Cebu and Clark 
Field, Japanese ground activity on the Island 
of Luzon was sporadic and unimportant.

This Central Board will supervise the 
research of various special boards on 
which many Medical Corps officers are 
represented. Special attention will be 
placed upon research in influenza, pneu- 
monia, and encephomyolitis, among other 
epidemic diseases which are especially 
dangerous to the Army. 

The value of such a board stems back 
to World War I, when a similar board did 
valuable studies on influenza and pneu- 
monia. The board will provide for more 
organized research activity in epidemic 
diseases than could otherwise possibly be 
obtained.

U. S. COAST GUARD 








CARCELY more than one month after 
the Coast Guard has been granted ap- 
proximately $25,000,000 in the Second 
Supplemental National Defense Appro- 
priation Bill, 1942, Congress this week 
approved Coast Guard requests for still 
an additional $18,665,727, part of the 
Third Supplemental Appropriation, 1942. 
A breakdown of the latest sum to be 
approved by Congress for Coast Guard 
use shows that the largest appropriation, 
$8,717,300, would be utilized for con- 
struction of vessels and shore facilities; 
while additional totals of $4,785,000 and 
$4,285,537 would be expended for general 
expenses and pay and allowances, re- 
spectively. For establishing and improy- 
ing aids to navigation $869,135 has been 
granted by Congress. Smallest appropria- 
tion is $8,755 for the Office of the Com- 
mandant. 

In testimony before the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, Rear Adm. Russell 
Rh. Waesche, Coast Guard Commandant, 
explained that as a result of the increased 
duties of the Coast Guard, especially in 
the execution of captain of the port 
duties it would be necessary to increase 
the number of Coast Guard enlisted men 
by 2,632, 

Splinter Protection 

Explaining that the Coast Guard’s 
seven 827-foot cutters would be used for 
similar duty performed by destroyers in 
the Navy, Admiral Waesche requested an 
appropriation of $260,000 for splinter 
protection of Coast Guard crews. He said 
that all Navy vessels have this protec- 
tion, which consists of a steel protection 
around the gun crew. 

Officer’s Retired Pay 

A Court of Claims decision rendered 
this month in favor of Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam FE. Reynolds, USCG-Ret., possibly 
will affect the retired pay of officers now 
on the active list, and probably will be 
held to entitle Rear Adm. Leon C. Covell, 
Assistant Commandant, to an additional 
$1,500 annually when he retires on 1 
January. 

Commandant Reynolds was appointed 
commandant 22 Sept. 1919, with rank of 
captain. In 1923, while Captain Reynolds 
was still serving as commandant, rank 
of commodore was given to the com- 
mandant, and Captain Reynolds was re 
commissioned in that grade. The same 
year he was commissioned rear admiral 
(lower half). On 11 January 1924, Com- 
mandant Reynolds was retired with rank 
and pay of rear admiral (lower half),

Admiral Reynolds maintained that he 
was entitled to be retired in the next 
higher grade to that in which he had 
served, under provisions of the act of 12 
January 1923. 

Quoting section 3 of that act, the Court 
of Claims said: 

“This section deals with the... unqualified 
right of any commissioned officer of the Coast 
Guard who has had forty years’ service to be 
placed on the retired list with the rank and 
retired pay of one grade above that actually 
held by him at the time of retirement 
There is no basis for argument that there is 
any exception in section 3 which would exclude 
from its benefits an officer who has had more 
than forty years’ service merely because he 
was holding a commission and was serving 
at the time of his retirement as commandant 
with the rank and active-duty pay of a rear 
admiral (lower half) of the Navy, or as en- 
gineer In chief with the rank and active-duty 
pay of a captain in the Coast Guard. ... The 
provision is mandatory and leaves nothing to 
be determined, except whether or not the 
officer being retired has had forty years’ ser- 
vice,” 

Admiral Reynolds therefore was held 
entitled to an additional $1,500 per annum 
from 1 Jan. 1934.

Naval Reserve Uniforms

Knox Report on Hawaii 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox this 
week revealed that the Japanese attack 
on the island of Oahu on 7 Dec. caught 
Army and Naval defensive forces “not 
on the alert” and that the attack resulted 
in destruction of the battleship Arizona ; 
the target ship Utah; three destroyers, 
the Cassin, the Downs and the Shaw; 
and the minelayer Oglala; and damage to 
other naval vessels including the battle- 
ship Oklahoma. 

The Navy lost 91 oflicers killed and 20 
wounded and 2638 enlisted men dead and 
636 wounded, Knox told a special press 
conference a few hours after his return 
from Honolulu, 

Colonel Knox said that the Japanese 
launched their attack from carrier-borne 
planes and submarines. He added that 
the Japanese showed they had “most per- 
fect” information concerning the Ha- 
waiian Islands and the attackers eluded 
the Navy’s “dawn patrol,” caught the 
Army Air Forces on the ground and de- 
stroyed a great number of their planes 
on their fields. 

The Secretary reported that the sue 
cess of the Japanese was due largely to 
cooperation from the Islands themselves, 
“The most effective fifth-column work in 
this war, with the exception of that in 
Norway, was done in Hawaii,” he said, 
He added that steps have been and are 
being taken to prevent repetition of such 
fifth-column activities, 

Colonel Knox said that the aerial pa 
trol had gone out Sunday as usual but 
had not detected the enemy's approach. 
“It would have taken 300 patrol planes 
to have covered the ocean area around 
Hawaii,” he said in explaining why the 
patrol had not warned the defensive 
forces of the enemy's approach, “And we 
didn’t have anywhere near that number 
of such planes.” 

He added that from 150 to 300 planes 
were used by the Japs in their attack. 
All of these ships were single engine 
planes he said. In addition to the aerial 
attack, he said a number of Japanese 
submarines, including a two-man type, 
were used. These two-man subs, he said, 
would have a normal range of about 800 
miles, 

Asked why American planes had not 
trailed the Japanese planes back to their 
carriers, Colonel Knox said that “quite 
naturally” the enemy aircraft flew off in 
all directions. Moreover he added that 
there were few defending aircraft in the 
air. 

The text of Secretary Knox's statement 
on the attack is as follows: 

“My Inspection trip to the island enables me 
to present the general facts covering the at- 
tack which hitherto have been unavailable. 

“The essential fact is that the Japanese pur- 
pose was to knock out the United States be 
fore the war began, This was made apparent 
by the deception practiced, by the prepara 
tions which had gone on for many weeks be 
fore the attack, and the attacks 
which were made simultaneously 
the DPaciti« In this purpose 
failed. 

“The United States services were not on the 
alert against the surprise air attack on 
Hawaii, This fact calls for a formal investiga 
fion which will Initiated lmmediately by 
the President Further action of course, 
dependent on the facts and recommendations 
made by this investigating board. We are all 
entitled to know it if (a) there was any error 
of judgment which contributed to the sur 
prise, (b) if there was any dereliction of duty 
prior to the attack 

“My investigation made clear that after the

the Japanese 
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Financial Digest 

Of foremost importance to the economic 
life of the country will be the newly en- 
acted legislation, now awaiting presi- 
dential signature, “expediting the prose- 
cution of the war effort.” 

This measure, 1R 6233, confers upon 
the President authority which is needed 
to put the government on an immediate 
war footing. It is based on the experience 
of World War I and is intended to give 
the President certain powers similar to 
those which President Wilson had dur- 
ing that war. 

The bill is explained in the report of 
the House Committee on the Judiciary as 
follows: 

“Title I of the bill is substantially the 
same as the Overman Act which was 
passed during the last World War to give 
the President power to redistribute the 
functions of the various governmental 
agencies so that the war effort could be 
prosecuted more expeditiously and effi- 
ciently. 

“Title II of the bill is intended to speed 
up the procurement of war matériel. It 
empowers the President, whenever he 
deems such action would facilitate the 
presecution of the war, to authorize 
agencies to enter into contracts with a 
maximum of speed, subject to such rules 
and regulations as he shall prescribe to 
protect the interest of the Government. 
Under this provision the President may 
authorize agencies, among other things: 
(a) To enter into contracts without com- 
petitive bidding in those cases where bid- 
ding is still required; (b) to enter into 
contracts without performance bonds; 
(c) to amend or modify contracts; (d) 
to make progress payments on contracts. 

“One of the objectives of this provision 
is to facilitate the letting of defense con- 
tracts to small businessmen who in many 
cases cannot make the goods at as low a 
price as the big corporations, who are 
often not in a position to furnish perform- 
ance bonds, and who need progress pay- 
ments. 

“Following the President’s declaration 
of a national emergency in September 
1939, certain restrictions on procurement 
arrangements were, from time to time, 
lifted by different statutes so that in 
most respects procurement procedure was 
made flexible. Nevertheless, some restric- 
tions remain in force. Title II, in effect, 
liberalizes existing statutes relating to 
procurement and permits elimination of 
restrictions so as to give the procurement 
agencies the flexibility they need in the 
procurement of war matériel. (A sub- 
stantially complete list of statutes in- 
volved is appended to this report.) 

“Title III of the bill deals with the 
Trading With the Enemy Act, which 
originally became law on 6 October 1917, 
during the last war. Some sections of 
that act are still in effect. Some sections 
have terminated, and there is doubt as to 
the effectiveness of other sections. 

“Title III contains three provisions: 

“(1) Section 5 (b) of the Trading With 
the Enemy Act has been continued down 
to the present time. The existing system 
of foreign property control (commonly 
known as freezing control) is based on 
that subdivision as last amended on 7 
May 1940. That subdivision of section 5 as 
it is now in effect, however, does not give 
the broad powers to take, administer, 
control, use, liquidate, etc., such foreign- 
owned property that would be given by 
section 301 of the bill. 

“At present the Government exercises 
supervision over transactions in foreign 
property, either by prohibiting such 
transactions or by permitting them on 
condition and under license. It is, there- 
fore, a system which can prevent trans- 
actions in foreign property prejudicial to 
the best interests of the United States, 
but it is not a system which can affima- 
tively compel the use and application of 
foreign property in those interests. 

“Section 301 remedies that situation by 
adding to the existing freezing control, 
in substance, the powers contained in the 
Trading With the Enemy Act with re- 
spect to alien property, extending those 
powers, and adding a flexibility of con- 





trol which experience the original act 
and the recent experience under freezing 
control have demonstrated to be advis- 
able. The provisions of section 301 would 
permit the establishment of a complete 
system of alien property treatment. It 
vests flexible powers in the President, op- 
erating through such agency or agencies 
as he might choose, to deal with the prob- 
lems that surround alien property or its 
ownership or control in the manner 
deemed most effective in each particular 
case. In this respect the bill avoids the 
rigidity and inflexibility which character- 
ized the alien property custodian law en- 
acted during the last war. The necessity 
for flexibility in legislation on this sub- 
ject is accentuated by the vastness of 
the alien property problem confronting 
the Government today. At the peak of 
his activity, the Alien Property Custodian 
of the last war administered property 
valued at something over $500,000,000. 
Today there is over $7,000,000,000 worth 
of property already subject to the exist- 
ing control. 

“This provision of the bill to a consider- 
able extent follows the pattern of exist- 
ing law and is a logical extension of the 
present foreign property control system, 
which has been operating very satisfac- 
torily for almost 2 years. The extension 
could be put into immediate operation 
with a minimum amount of trouble or 
dislocation of legitimate activities. 


“(2) Section 302 of title III approves 
and ratifies action taken prior to the en- 
actment of this legislation, under the 
Trading With the Enemy Act, as 
amended, which would have been author- 
ized if the provisions of this proposed 
legislation had been in effect at the time 
of the taking of the action in question. 
This ratification provision is similar in 
principle to those heretofore adopted by 
Congress, applicable to action taken un- 
der section 5 (b) of the Trading With 
the Enemy Act. (See sec. 2 of the joint 
resolution of 7 May 1940, Public Res. 
No. 69, 76th Cong.; and see. 1 of the act 
of 9 March 1933, 48 Stat. 1.) 


“(8) Section 303 is identical with the 
provisions of section 3 (d) of the Trading 
With the Enemy Act passed in 1917, ex- 
cept that it also contains provisions iden- 
tical with section 16, the penalty provi- 
sion of such act. 

“Section 3 (d) of the Trading With 
the Enemy Act authorized President Wil- 
son, whenever he deemed that the pub- 
lic safety demanded it during the last 
World War, to cause to be censored, un- 
der such rules and regulations as he 
might from time to time establish, com- 
munications by mail, cable, radio, or any 
other means of transmission between the 
United States and any foreign country. 
Section 303 of the present bill deals only 
with censorship of international com- 
munications and not with domestic cen- 
sorship. 

“The authority given by this provision 
is the minimum necessary for an effective 
control over foreign communications. It 
seems likely that the President as Com- 
mander in Chief of the Army and Navy 
already has, during time of war, power 
to censor international communications. 
However, in a matter of such importance 
there should be no question about the 
extent of such power. It is especially im- 
portant that the President’s power ex- 
tend not only to the direct means of com- 
munication but also to control over com- 
munications which may be carried by 
means of vessels, automobiles, or other 
means of transportation. Section 303 will 
make it absolutely clear that the Presi- 
dent may censor all forms of foreign com- 
munication direct or indirect. It will fur- 
ther permit him, as a matter of adminis- 
tration, to set up an organization and 
definite rules under which the control is 
to be carried out.” 


No Ship Publicity 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
stated this week that due to the present 
war conditions it is important that all 
publicity on the presence or movements 
of British and Allied war vessels in U. 8. 
waters should be avoided.

Merchant Marine 

Under the auspices of the Maritime 
Commission and the Department of 
Labor a conference among represents. 
tives of the government, ship owners, 
merchants, insurance underwriters, seg. 
men, Officers, and stevedores was con. 
vened this week at Washington, D. ¢, 
where problems of labor and insurance 
were discussed. 

In a joint statement released at the 
conclusion of the first day’s meeting, 
Rear Adm, Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret, 
Chairman of the Maritime Commission, 
and Dr. John R. Steelman, Director of 
the United States Conciliation Service 
of the Department of Labor, announced 
that labor and management had agreed 
that there would be no stoppage of work 
during the war emergency. 

The conference, which included ob- 
servers from the Army and Navy, agreed 
a national board, or if necessary, region- 
al boards, should be established to set- 
tle any grievances that might come be 
fore them. 

Maritime Commissioner Edward Ma- 
cauley told the conference that the Com- 
mission, “cognizant of the dangers of 
the merchant marine service in times 
like these,” is asking Congress to enact 
legislation which will provide for award- 
ing of medals for distinguished service 
in the line of duty.

Formal launching ceremonies for mer 
chant ships being constructed for the 
Maritime Commission have been ordered 
discontinued as a war-time measur, 
Maritime officials stated this week. 
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Investigate Hawaiian Defense 
president Roosevelt on Tuesday ap- 
jnted a special five-man board of in- 
quiry, composed of a Supreme Court jus- 
tice, two retired admirals and two gen- 
erals, to determine why the United States 
forces at Hawaii were “not on the alert” 
on 7 Dec.

The board convened at mid-week in 
Washington and will leave “at an early 
date for Hawaii.” 

The decisive acts of the Commander-in- 
Chief with respect to the Hawaiian 
tragedy are proof of his determination to 
hold all leaders in the field to strict ac- 
euntability for their conduct in and of 
yar operations. In this policy, he is pur- 
sing that which General John J. Persh- 
ing drafted in the A.E.F. In extenuation 
of the failure to be “‘on the alert” against 
the attack on the Fleet, the solemn judg- 
ment pronounced by the Secretary of the 
Navy, it is being pointed out that the 
forces on the Island were affected with 
thecomplacency which prevailed through- 
wit the nation, that no one believed that 
Japan would commit “suicide” by at- 
tacking us, and that our confidence in our 
we'ty blurred the general vision as to 
the dangers which threatened us. 
Such a defense may be offered 
le daimed that although Secretary Hull 
warned the Secretaries of War and Navy 
several weeks ago to be on guard, they 
failed to transmit the warning to the 
commanders of the fleet and base, and 
these men consequently, had no informa- 
tin to justify any special precautions. 
Against these pleas and extenuations, the 
findings of the Secretary of Navy and the 
acts of the President, Mr. Knox has no 
doubt about the negligence and serious 
losses, losses which might have been 
catastrophic had it not been for the train- 
ing of the Fleet and the alertness of its 
resistance, and the heroism of olflicers and 
men that add luster to Navy tradition. 
likewise, the Secretary was convinced 
fa lack of Army alertness, a judgment 
it which Secretary Stimson publically 
concurred ; and the destruction of so many 
massed planes on the ground is offered to 
justify this verdict. 

But more than the findings of the Sec- 
telarys is the attitude of the President. 
The Navy was his pride. He participated 
in its maneuvers, He personally selected 
Admiral Kimmel for the responsible di- 
rection of all our sea forces and assigned 
him to command the Pacific Fleet. His 
friendship for that officer began when 
the latter was his aide when the Presi- 
dent was Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 
He knew that the prime doctrine of the 
Navy was preparation in peace and alert- 
ie88 in all circumstances, therefore, he 
had no doubt that the high command of 
the Fleet would leave nothing to chance 
particularly vis a vis Japan, whose 
mputation for striking first has been re- 
beatedly upon the Navy mind. For the 
resident then, there was keen personal 
‘appointment that the Fleet had al- 
lowed itself to be surprised and his dis- 
‘ppointment extended to the Army and 
the Air Force commands which had dis- 
regarded the lessons of the war.

Army Uniform Regulations 


New Army Regulations on the pre- 
scribed service uniform, AR 600-35, and 


on Wearing of the Service Uniforms, AR 
600-40, were issued this week by the War 
Department and contain the first re- 
visions of these regulations since 1 Dee., 
1926, and 22 June, 1931, respectively. 

The revisions bring together in con- 
densed form all regulations on correct 
Service Uniforms and the wearing of 
them. For the first time, they include il- 
lustrations as an aid to understanding the 
text. 

Few changes of the requirements now 
actually in effect are made. New, however, 
is the elimination of the white shirt for 
wear with the Service Uniform, as has 
been authorized for officers and enlisted 
men. Only olive drab or the khaki shirt 
will be worn. The regulations also sim- 
plify all shades of Army leather, except 
for gloves. The single standard color is 
russet, instead of tan, cordovan, and rus- 
set as previously authorized for belts and 
other articles of leather. Black braid on 
the sleeve of the Service Coats is no long- 
er authorized for officers detailed in the 
General Staff Corps. 





Officer “Confined to Quarters” 

Maj. Gen. Daniel Van Voorhis, com 
manding general, Fifth Corps Area, has 
ordered Col. H. C. Kress Muhlenberg, 
AC, “confined to his quarters” pending an 
investigation of remarks said to have 
been made by the Fifth Corps Area air 
officer at a dinner meeting of the Curtiss 
Flying Club, Ine., this week at Columbus, 
Ohio, when he referred to the U. 8. Navy 
as a “gone gosling.” 

In his address, Colonel Muhlenberg, 
former commanding officer of Hickam 
Field, Hawaii, was quoted as saying that 
it was “just plain luck that Japan had 
not taken the Hawaiian Islands.” He is 
also said to have stated that “the Ameri- 
can people are going to be hunting for 
‘goats’ to blame. But they are the goats 
because they wouldn’t let the Air Corps 
have the planes. The Japanese attack was 
successful more because of the lack of 
U. S. planes rather than because of its 
surprise.”

Increase Naval Strength 

The House and Senate this week passed 
and sent to the President, authorization 
to increase the size of the Navy by 150,- 
000 tons of underage combatant vessels. 

The legislation originally proposed by 
the Navy Department called for an in- 
erease of 900,000 tons, but reduced this 
figure when it was contended that facili- 
ties for constructing this tonnage were 
not available. 

All of the 150,000 tons will be laid down 
during 1942. 

“For the first time,” Representative 
Vinson, Chairman of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, told the House, “we are not 
designating in the bill the different cate- 
gvories of the ships. We are leaving this 
flexible with the Navy Department. I 
may state that I am not disclosing any 
secrets when I say that none of this ton- 
nage will be used up in battleships due 
to the reason—and this is the only rea 
we are now constructing some 15 
battleships. This tonnage will be made 
up of airplane carriers, cruisers, destroy- 
ers and submarines.” 


Navy Wife Offers Service 


“And, damn it, I’ll serve on you if 
they'll let me!” With these forceful 
words, Mrs. Margaret Lyle Crouter, wife 
of Comdr. M. IH. Crouter, USN, assistant 
supervisor of shipbuilding in the Third 
Naval District, this week smashed a bot- 
tle of champagne against the bow of the 
USS YMS-22, one of a newly designed 
class of fast minesweepers launched from 
the ways of the Greenport Basin and Con- 
struction Co., Greenport, L. I. 

Explaining that she had been married 
to a naval officer for more than 20 years, 
Mrs. Crouter said that she might be of 
service in steering the ship, standing a 
watch, of, “if it would help any in this 
war I would even scrub her decks.”

National Service Insurance 


Both Houses this week acted on three 
separate measures designed to extend 
coverage of National Service Life Insur- 
ance, 

The Selective Service Act amendments 
passed by House and Senate provide that 
those now in the service will have an ad- 
ditional 120 days in which to apply for 
such insurance without examination, and 
an indefinite time in which to apply, pro- 
vided they are in good health. 

Representative Rankin, of Miss., this 
week introduced, and the House immedi- 
ately passed the bill, H.R, 6219, giving per- 
sonnel an additional 120 days in which to 
apply for the insurance. The Senate 
Finance Committee immediately upon re- 
ceipt reported the bill, amending it to 
conform to the provisions in the Draft Act 
mentioned above, and, in addition, grants 
to personnel in active service on or after 8 
Oct. 1940 who are killed or die in line of 
duty or who are totally disabled, at least 
$5,000 in insurance. 

If a person so killed or disabled had 
taken out $1,000 worth of insurance, the 
proposed amendment would grant him an 
udditional $4,000 in insurance,

to repair. In the last category is the older 
battleship Oklahoma which has capsized but 
can be righted and repaired. The entire bal- 
ance of the Pacific Fleet with its aircraft 
carriers, its heavy cruisers, its light cruisers, 
its destroyers and submarines are uninjured 
and are all at sea seeking contact with the 
enemy. 

“The known Japanese materiel losses were 
three submarines and forty-one aircraft. 

“Army losses were severe in aircraft and 
some hangars, but replacements have arrived 
or are on their way. 

“The up-to-date figures of Navy killed and 
wounded are: officers, 91 dead and 20 wound- 
ed; enlisted men, 2638 dead and 636 wounded, 

“In the Navy's gravest hour of peril, the 
officers and men of the Fleet exhibited mag- 
nificent courage and resourcefulness during 
the treacherous Japanese assault on Pearl 
Harbor. The reali story of Pearl Harbor is 
not one of individual heroism, although there 
were many such cases. It lies in the splendid 
manner in which all hands did their job as 
long as they were able, not only under fire 
but while fighting the flames afterward and 
immediately starting salvage work and re- 
organization. 

“Prompt action saved many lives and a vast 
amount of material. Without exception, all 
ships and stations rose to the emergency, 
Less than four minutes after the first alarm, 
guns of the Fleet went into action against 
enemy aircraft. Seconds later the first Japan- 
ese plane was shot down. 

“To a recruit seaman aboard a battleship 
probably goes the honor of striking the first 
telling blow in the Fleet's defense, Even be- 
fore General Quarters sounded, this youngster 
single handedly manned a machine gun and 
blasted an attacking torpedo plane as it 
levelled against his ship. 

“The dying captain of a battleship displayed 
the outstanding individual heroism of the 
day. As he emerged from the conning tower 
to the bridge, the better to fight his ship, his 
stomach was laid completely open by a shrap- 
nel burst. He fell to the deck, Refusing to be 
carried to safety, he continued to direct the 
action. When the bridge became a blazing 
inferno, two officers attempted to remove him, 
But he ordered them to abandon him and save 
themselves, The latter found themselves 
blocked by the flames. Only the herole efforts 
of a third officer enabled them to escape. He 
climbed through the fire to a higher level from 
which he passed one line to an adjoining 
battleship, and another to his trapped ship- 
mates. By this frail means they made their 
way to safety. 

“Entire ship's companies showed exemplary 
valor and coordination, Drama was thus 
crowded into a few seconds on board an air- 
craft tender moored at the Naval Air Station, 
target of the enemy's fiercest bombing and 
strafing. With the ship already on fire from 
repeated high altitude attacks, her anti-air- 
craft batteries downed a plane which crashed 
in flames on deck, At this moment her captain 
observed the shadow of an enemy two-man 
submarine approaching within a few yards of 
the vessel, It was placed under fire, Hits 
were scored immediately and the submarine 
exposed her conning-tower. At that Instant a 
destroyer stood down channel, passed directly 
over the submarine, and sank it with depth 
charges, Doubtless saved from this craft's 
torpedoes, the tender then shot down a second 
plane, which fell on land nearby, 

“Men fought with the cool confidence that 
comes from complete indoctrination for battle. 
In one case, a single bluejacket manned a 
five inch anti-aircraft gun after his ten bat- 
tery mates had been shot down by a strating 
attack. He would seize a shell from the fuze- 
pot, place it in the tray, dash to the other side 
of the gun, and ram it home. He would then 
take his position on the pointer’s seat and fire. 
After the third such round, a terrific explo- 
sion blew him over the side of the battleship. 
Ile was rescued. 

“At the several Naval Air Stations attacked, 
crews dashed into the flames enveloping 
planes set ablaze by incendiaries, stripped off 
free machine-guns, and with them returned 
the enemy's fire. In at least one instance an 
enemy craft was shot down. 

“Two cruiser scouting seaplanes, their speed 
and maneuverability reduced by heavy pon- 
toons, destroyed an attacking Japanese pur- 
suit ship of thrice their speed. 

“Simultaneously throughout the Navy Yard 
examples of personal heroism developed, 
Several workmen of Japanese ancestry de- 
serted their benches to help the Marine de- 
fense battalion man machine gun nests, Two 
of them with hands blistered from hot gun 
barrels, required emergency treatment. 

“Cool as ice, the men who manned the Navy 
Yard Signal Tower from which flashed orders 
to the anchored Fleet, carried out their as- 
signment under a hail of machine gun fire 
and bombs from the enemy, as well as shrap- 
nel from their own force’s anti-aireraft bat- 
teries. None left his dangerous post. First to 
observe the invaders through their long- 
glasses from their high vantage point, they 
sent out the astounding air raid warning by 
visual signals. Then they settled into the 





complex business of transmitting the scores 
of orders to the ships that fought back at the 
attackers from their berths, or prepared to 
stand out to sea. 

“Men from ships out of action managed at 
any cost to return to the battle. There were 
the survivors of the capsized ship who swam 
through blazing oil to clamber aboard other 
ships and join gun crews. Crews from another 
diswbled vessel swam into mid-channel where 
they were hoisted aboard oufgvard-bound de- 
stroyers. Proof that getting/back into battle 
took precedence over their own lives was the 
fact that the comparative safety of the shore 
lay only a few yards away. Lying in a hos- 
pital bed when the first air raid alarm 
sounded, one officer leaped up, brushed aside 
nurses and ran across the Navy Yard to his 
ship. He fought with such gallantry and zeal, 
despite his illness, that his captain recom- 
mended him for promotion, 

“There was the case of the destroyer tender 
which lay alongside a dock undergoing major 
overhaul, powerless and without armament. 
Unable to assume an active defense role, she 
concerned herself with the vital task of 
rescue with her available ship’s boats. One 
Naval Reserve ensign volunteered as skipper 
of a metor launch, With four men he pro- 
ceeded across Pearl Harbor’s reverberating 
channel through a hail of enemy machine gun 
fire and shrapnel. They saved almost 100 
men from one battleship—-men who had been 
injured or blown overboard into the oil-fired 
waters, The attack on this vessel was at its 
height as these reseue operations proceeded. 
Suddenly the launch’s propeller jammed. 
Coolly, the ensign directed the work of dis- 
engaging the screw as flames licked around 
its wooden hull, meantime also supervising 
the picking up of more victims from the Har- 
hor, His captain cited him for ‘initiative, re- 
sourcefulness, devotion to duty and personal 
bravery displayed.” 

“Four motor torpedo boats had been loaded 
aboard a Fleet tanker for shipment. Their 
youthful ensign-captains put their power- 
driven turret machine guns into immediate 
action, accounting for at least one enemy 
raider plane, 

“To the unsung heroes of the Harbor aux- 
iliaries must go much of the credit for helping 
stem the onslaught. Even the lowly garbage 


lighters shared the grim task. One came 
alongside a blazing ship which threatened 
momentarily to explode. Calmly the yard- 


craft's commander led firefighting both aboard 
the warship and on the surface of the Harbor. 
Hie kept his tiny vessel beside the larger one 
for twenty-four hours. 

“Men's will-to-fight was tremendous. One 
seaman had been confined to his battleship’s 
brig for misconduct a few days earlier. When 
an explosion tore open the door, he dashed 
straight to his battle station on an anti-air- 
craft gun. On the Submarine Base dock a 
bluefacket, carrying a heavy machine-gun for 
which there was no mount immediately avail- 
able, shot the weapon from his arms, stag- 
gering under the concussion of the rapid fire. 

“Quick-thinking in the dire emergency prob- 
ably saved many lives—and ships. An avia- 
tion machinist’s mate aboard one ship saw 
that flames from the huge vessel threatened a 
repair ship alongside. He ran through the 
blaze and single-handedly slashed the lines 
holding the two ships together. Freed the 
smaller craft drew clear, Only in the final 
moments, when remaining aboard appeared 
utterly hopeless, would men leave their ships. 
Then they went reluctantly. Once ashore, in- 
stead of finding some dry place to recuperate 
from their terrific pounding, they pitched 
emergency quarters as near their vessels as 
possible. And with portable guns they con- 
tinued to fight; later they stood guard at 
these same camps as repair operations began 
on their ships, setting regular ship-board 
watches. Like all treacherous attacks, the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor by the Japanese 
caught certain vessels of the fleet under 
periodic overhaul. While in this condition of 
repair, such ships were not able to utilize 
their offensive powers to the greatest effective- 
ness, These ships, therefore, turned to with a 
will at many useful purposes. One ship 
rescued with its boats, hundreds of survivors 
thrown into the water by the force of explo- 
sions; meanwhile the surface of the water was 
becoming a raging inferno from burning oil. 
Other ships sent their repair parties to help 
the fighting ships keep afloat. Others sent 
ammunition parties to maintain the flow of 
powder and shells to the guns, Without doubt 
the whole spectacle was the greatest spon- 
taneous exhibition of cooperation, determina- 
tion and courage that the American Navy 
has been called upon to make. The crew of 
one ship followed it areund on its outside as it 
capsized, firing their guns until they were 
under water. Those same men stood on the 
dock and cheered as one of the more fortunate 
ships cleared the harbor and passed by, en 
route after the Japanese. Of all the accounts 
submitted on that memorable day, the record 
shows a continual demonstration of courage, 
bravery and fearlessness of which the Amerli- 
ean Nation may well be proud.” 

On Wednesday Secretary Knox re- 
vealed additional details of heroic action 
on the part of U. S. Naval personnel in 
repulsing the treacherous Japanese at- 





tack on Péarl Harbor: 

“In the action to repel the Japanese attack- 
ers one destroyer was gotten underway with 
four U. 8S. Naval Reserve ensigns aboard as 
the only surviving officers on board. The 
young reserves, who had never had such re- 
sponsibility, got the destroyer underway and 
took her out to sea to pursue the enemy, with 
the senior ensign in command, The young 
officers met all emergencies and operated the 
ship like veterans. 

“One enlisted man who went to sea after the 
attack on his own ship, said on leaving the 
harbor, ‘After that stab in the back I hope I 
live to show them what an American can do.’ 
Another said, ‘I know what the big shots 
meant when they spoke of the treachery of 
the Axis.’ 

“While preparing his compartment for 
divine services one chaplain was killed when 
the attack was launched. Church services 
would have been held on all of the large ves- 
sels of the fleet had the attack not taken place 
a short time before ‘church call’ was to have 
been sounded, 

“Officers and nurses on the hospital ship 
stationed in the harbor had considerable 
difficulty in restraining several men under 
treatment from leaving instantly so they could 
rejoin their shipmates and help in repelling 
the attack. Some of the men did manage to 
leave the hospital ship and join up with fight- 
ing units of the fleet. 

“A number of women, many being wives of 
officers and men and even in some 
women widowed by the attack volunteered 
their services in the hospitals. 

“Ship handling was excellent 
the action, and among destroyers,

at high speed and in close quarters, there were 


no collisions. 

“A gun captain noticed a powder case had 
jammed in his gun. He quickly obtained a 
hacksaw and cut off a section so the breech 
could be closed. The gun continued in service 
throughout the action. 

“On a destroyer tender some spare machine 
guns were broken out. These guns were 
speedily placed on top of deck houses and 
welded into place by welders who carried on 
their work at the height of the attack and 
amid a storm of bullets and bombs. 
these guns were in the final action. 

“Communications functioned perfectly 
throughout the action. Although many lines 
were cut by shrapnel communications with 
the mainland was maintained throughout.
